WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—In a far- 
Peaching decision affecting the rights 
ef labor organizations to employ the 
gecondary boycott against employers, 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
today held that the Clayton law amen- 
@atory of the Sherman anti-trust act 
@id not make labor unions immune from 
prosecution and judicial restraint «in 
their interference with the interstate 
trade of employers. 

This decision ranks in importance with 
the action of the Supreme Court in 
tonvicting the Danbury Hatters’ Union 
ef unfair practices, and is, in fact, 
@n everturning of the contention of or- 
ganized labor that the Clayton law ex- 
empted labor unions from the opera- 
tions of those sections of the Sherman 
ect which had been held to apply to 
them in the Danbury hatters’ case. The 
Clayton law was enacted subsequent 
to the Danbury hatters’ decision and 
the view had been asserted that part 
of its intent was to relieve labor or- 
ganizations of liability under the Sehr- 
man act provisions forbidding combi- 
mations in restraint of trade. 

Six Justices of the Court, including 
Chief Justice White, voted to uphold the 
opinion rendered. . Justices Holmes, 
Brandeis and Clarke: dissented. 

‘Overrules Two Lower Courts. 

The decision overrules the United 
@tates District Court for the Southern 
District of New York (Manhattan) and 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, which had held that the Clayton 


, ect rendered labor unions immune from 


prosecution for employing the secondary 
boycott. 

The case arose through an action of 
the Duplex Printing Press Company of 
Battle Creek, Mich., in the United States. 
District Court for the Southern District 
ef New York, against the International 
Association of Machinists which has its 
headquarters in New York City. The 
company, which manufactures printing 
presses, asked for an injunction against 
Emil J. Deering and William Bramley, 
business agents of District 15 of the In- 
ternational Associ Michael T. 
Nayland, business nt of Local Lodge 
828 of the same organization, was also 
made a defendant: The District Council 
and the lodge named are unincorporated 
associations having headquarters in New 
York. 

The company asked that these de- 
fendants and their organizations be re- 
etrained from interfering with the com- 
pany’s conduct of its business The 
District Court dismissed the complaint 
and the Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
that decision. The Duplex Company 
then appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Held to Be Mlegal Conspiracy. 

In substance the Supreme Court held 
that the action of the International 
Association in calling a atrike because 
the Duplex Company refused to .recog- 
mize the closed shop, and in refusing to 
permit the setting up of Duplex presses 
throughout the country, was a con- 
epiracy in restraint of interstate com- 
merce in violation of the anti-trust laws. 
It was contended by the Duplex Com- 
pany that the acts of the International 
Association of Machinists. were similar 
@o those of the: Danbury. hatters held 
to be illegal by the Federal Supreme 
Court. 

For its part the International Associa- 
tion maintained that legal conditions 
which applied in the Danbury case had 
been set aside by the Clayton amend- 
ment to the Sherman anti-trust law 
exempting organizations of farmers and 
laborers from such prosecutions. The 
Supreme Court held that the Clayton 
act did not legalize a boycott such as 
the Inernational Association of Ma- 
chinists was alleged to have carried on. 

The dissenting opinion of Justices 
Holmes, Brandeis and Clarke, delivered 
by Justice Brandeis, makes the con- 
tention that the court’s decision rendera 
futile an effort of more than twenty 
years. to place employers and employes 
on an equal basis before the law. These

a secondary boycott but, ‘‘an instance

Senate Overrides Wilson’s Ob- 
jections, 53 to 5, Although 
Penrose Backs Him. 











President Holds Revival of War 
Finance Corporation Could 
Not Benefit the Farmers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.— President 
Wilson vetoed today the joint resolution 
passed by Congress which directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to revive the 
War Finance Corporation in the interest 
of agricultural and other interests. Im- 
mediately following the reading of the 
President's reasons for vetoing the reso- 
lution the Senate by a vot» of 53 to 5 
passed the resolution over the Presi- 
dent’s veto, every Western and, with a 
single exception, every Southern Sena- 
tor voting to set aside the President's 
objections, which in the main were the 
same as those advancei before the 
House and Senate Committees on Agri- 
culture by Secretary of the Treasury 
Houston. 

President Wilson in his veto message 
pointed out that instead of decreasing 
American exports have continued stead- 
ily to increase since the armistice, add- 
ing that the difficulty in the way of 
still larger exports ‘‘ does not seem. to 
lia #9 much in the lack of financial 
ability here as Europe’s tack of means 
to make payment,” addiug further that 
“under the law, if the activities of the 
corporation were resumed, no direct ad- 
vances could be made to producers, and 
if they could be they would not accoim- 
plish the objects in view.’’ 

¥ It is highly probable,’’ the President 
added, ‘‘ that the most immediate and 
conspicuous effect of the resumption of 
the corporation’s activities would be an 
effort on the part of exporters to shift 
the financing of their operations from 
ordinary commercial channels to the 
Government.”’ 


Fears Burden en People. 


Such a situation, the President said, 
would be an unfortunate thing for the 
people of the country. It would mean, 
he contended, the continuance of the 
Government as an active factor in ordi- 
‘mary business operations, and in the 
event the activities of the, War Finance 
Corporation assumed large proportions 
it would mean more taxes or additional 
borrowing either by the corporation or 
by the Treasury. 

“In either case,’’ the President warns, 
“‘ new burdens would be laid upon all of 
the people.” 

Those who voted to sustain the Prest- 
dent’s veto were Keyes of New Hamp- 
shire, Elkins and Sutherland of West 
Virginia, Republicans, and Thomas of 
Colorado and Gerry of Rhode Island, 
Democrats. Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
Edge of New Jersey and Glass of Vir- 
ginia announced that, owing to the fact 
that they were paired with absent Sen- 
ators, they could not vote, but added 
that if they were permitted to vote they 
would sustain the action taken by the 
President. 

When Senator Penrose’s name was 
called the Senator slowly raised him- 
self from his seat and in a strong, 
clear voice announced that he was paired 
with Senator John Sharp Williams of 
Mississippi. 

“Were I able to vote,” he dectased, 
“I should vote to sustain the veto.” 

Only two speeches were made, both 
in favor of passing the bill over the 
President's veto. They were by South- 
ern Democrats, Underwood of Alabama 
and Harrison of Mississippi. Both New 
York Senators voted with the majority. 
Brandegee of Connecticut, who first 
voted to sustain the veto, subsequently 
changed his position and voted ‘with 
the majority. 

Text of President’s Message. 


The veto message of the President 
reads as follows: 
“To the Senate of the United States: 
“I am returning without my signa- 
ture, S. J. Rea. 212, ‘Joint Resolution 
Directing the War Finance Corporation 
to Take Certain Action for the Relief 
of the Present Depression in the Agri- 
cultural Sections of the Country, and 
for Other Purposes.’ 
“The joint resolution directs the re- 
viyal of the activities of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation. This corporation is 
@ governmental agency. Its capital 
stock is owned entirely by the United 
States. It was created during hostilities 
for war purposes. The temporary 
powers which it is now proposed to re- 
vive were conferred in March, 1919, to 
assist if necessary in the financing of 
exports. The general powers of the cor- 
poration expire six months after the 
termination of the war, and the special 
po thenly with regpect to the financing of 
rts expire one year after the

INTERVENTION IS POSSIBLE 


Financial Crisis Might Warrant 
Action by Us Under the 
Platt Amendment. 


ELECFION TROUBLES, TOO 


Fraud Discovered In the November 
Voting and Menocal’s Successor 
is Not Designated.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Official an- 
nouncement was authorized at the 
White House this afternoon that Presi- 
dent Wilson has sent Major General 
Enoch Crowder to Cuba to confer with 
President Menocal relative to the best 
means for remedying the present dif- 
ficult financial and political situation 
in that républic 

General Crowder, who is 
the best informed American authority 
on the present. political situation in 
Cuba and the national election held un- 
der regulations drafted by him, sailed 
from New York Skturday on board the 
battleship Minnesota of the Atlantic 
fleet, accompanied by a staff of Ameri- 
can army officers. The Minnesota is 
due at Havana on Wednesday. 

There is every reason for believing 
that General Crowder is vested with 
authority to intimate to the Cuban 
President that it may become necessary 
for the United States Government to 
intervene, under authority of the Platt 
Amendment, unless the -present finan- 
cial and political situation is quickly 
remedied, 

The President’s action was announced 
at the White House in this statement by 
Joseph P. Tumulty, private Secretary 
to the President: 

“Upon instructions of the President, 
Major -General Enoch Crowder has 
sailed for Havana, Cuba, on the U. 8. 
S. Minnesota. 

‘“‘General Crowder goes to Cuba to 
confer with President Menocal. regard- 
ing conditions 'in Cuba. The morator- 
ium and financial crisis in Cuba con- 
tinue, the solution of which appears 
more difficult on account of the un- 
settled Presidential election. A _ con- 
tinuation of the present situation would 
prove most detrimental to the prosper- 
ity of Cuba and harmful to the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Cuba. 

“As this cannot but be a matter of 
the closest concern to this Government 
because of the sp+cial relations ex- 
isting between the two countries, the 
President has instructed General Crow- 
der to confer with President Menocal 
as to the best means of remedying the 
situation.”’ 

Powers Under Platt Amendment. 

The ‘special relations’’ to which 
President Wilson’s announcement refers 
are covered in the so-called Platt 
Amendment to the act of March 2, 1901, 
defining the future relations of the two 
countries, which provides: . 

‘“‘That the Government of Cuba con- 
sents that the United States may ex- 
ercise the right to intervene for the 
preservation of Cuban independence, the 
maintenance of a Government adequate 
for the protection of life, property and 
individual liberty, and for discharging 
the obligations with respect to Cuba 
imposed by the Treaty of Paris on the 
United States, now to be assumed dnd 
undertaken by the Government of Cuba.’’ 

This section of the Platt Amendment 
also constitutes Article III. of the treaty 
of July 2, 1904, between this country and 
Cuba, into which it was incorporated 
textually. 

“twice in the past has the United 
States intervened in Cuba. The Gov- 
ernment is not desirous of intervening 
again, and would much rather see the 
Cubans se adjust their present diffi- 
culties as to render such a step un- 
necessary. But if the situation should 
be reported by General Crowder as war- 
ranting intervention a third time there 
will be no effart on the part of the 
American Government to dodge its re- 
sponaibilities in the matter. 

There is every reason why the situa- 
tion in Cuba should be straightened as 
expeditiously as possible. There has 
been an insistent complaint on the part 
of Americans, as well as Cubans, af- 
fected by the moratorium! and fear that 
a revolution might be provoked in Cuba 
if the uncertainty concerning the result 
of the recent national election in that 
country continues, 

Although the elections were held in 
November it is not yet known who will 
assume office when the term of Presi- 
dent Menocal expires on May 20. On 
the face of the returns Dr. Alfredo 
Zayas, candidate of a coalition of con- 
servative and other elements, has been 
elected President, but enough votes 
were missing to furnish the possibility 
of threwing the victory to his opponent, 
Jose Miguel Gomez, candidate of the 
Liberals. The Cuban courts have found 
some ballots to have been fraudulent 
and thrown them out, but the legal 
processes are not expeditious and cer- 
tain bye-elections bave to be held to 
et the final result.

The clash with the 
Government was over the alleged mo- 
nopoly of’ South American eables by the 
British, which this cable would extend, 
it was argued, by agreement with a 
British company. After failure to find 
a landing on the coast for the new 
cable, the Western Union announced 
that it would land the cable on Cuban 
soil and relay messages to that point.

Major’s Second Appearance in 
Brooklyn High School Greeted 
by Organized Disturbance. 


FINISHES HIS. LECTURE 


But Howls and Catcalls Fre- 
quently Make Him Inaudible 
Despite Police Guard. 


Major George Haven Putnam, whose 
address on ‘‘Our Relations with Eng- 
land’ at the Erasmus Hall High School, 
Brooklyn, on Oct. 11 last was stopped 
by Irish sympathizers, was the victim 
of another hostile demonstration last 
night when he spoke at the same place 
on the game subject under the direction 
of the Public Lecture Bureau of the 
Board of Education. 

Major Putnam finished his speech with 
difficulty under a guard of twenty-four 
policemen for an. audience of not more 
than 400 persons, but he was frequently 
interrupted by coughing, boos and cat- 
calls, so that at times he could not 
be heard, At the end of his address, 
and in accordance with the eustom at 
public school lectures, he tried to an- 
swer questions, but they were s0 
pbrased for the most part that he finally 
refused to make further replies and left 
amid further uproar. 

E. L, Crandall, Director of the Pub- 
lic Lecture Bureau, declared that Major 
Putnam had been subjected to the 
‘‘ most contemptible treatment ’’ ever ac- 
corded one of its lecturers. 

An assertion by Major Putnam that 
the United States feught om the wrong 
side in the War of 1812 and, instead of 
fighting against England, should have 
been fighting with Hngland and against 
militarism and Napoleoniam, aroused 
part of the audience to fury. This was 
not quieted by his reply to the inquiry 
of a woman as to whether he believed 
that the United States should have 
acquiesced in the seizure of American 
ships and the impressment of American 
seamen by England. Major Putnam 
answered that this was not mentioned 
as a cause of the war in the Treaty of 
Ghent, and that the question was not 
settled until the time of Abraham Lin- 
coln, when England demanded the sur-

taken from the British ship Trent. 
Angers Most of Audience, 

The larger part of the audience be- 
came still more incensed .when Daniel 
D. Boone, a soldier, who said he served 
overseas with the 27th Division, asked 
if the United Statea had not entered the 
World War to uphold the freedom ofr 
small nations, and if it would not be 
futile for the United States to enter the 
League of Nations, which Major Put- 
nam had advocated, if it was unable to 
obtain freedom for Ireland and other 
small nations struggling for their in- 
dependence. 

‘IT am not prepared to admit that the 
freedom of Ireland was fought for on 
the fields of Flanders,'’’ Major Putnam 
replied. 

This was the signal for an outburst 
of greater velume than any that had 
preceded it. Major Putnam left the 
stage and then left the auditorium by a 
side entrance, while an emergency 
speaker attempted to restore order. 

During the meeting, the twenty-four 
policemen under the command of In- 
spector Thomas McDonald, Police 
tain Louis Rochester of the Snyder 
Avenue station, and three lieutenants, 
stood at intervals along the walls and 
in the main aisle. Apparently by pre- 
concerted arrangement, none of those 
who interrupted Major Putnam moved 
from their seats, thus minimizing the 
chance of police interference. The inter- 
ruptions accordingly were entirely vocal, 
but they were none the less effective. 

After Major Putnam’s departure, 300 
men and women, ied by two women 
who had taken a prominent part in the 
heckling—one who said she waa ‘‘ thir- 
teen times a Daughter of the American 
Revolution,” and one wearing a red hat, 
who said she was a school teacher— 
marched up, and down Flatbush Avenue 
singing ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner,”’ 
while they were regarded tolerantly by 
the police. Several’ impromptu atreet 
corner ‘meetings were held, at which the 
speakers denounced Major Putnam as 
un-American. 

Although the majority of the disturb- 
ers were apparently Irish, they were not 
all go, and the ‘‘ Daughter of the Amer- 
ican Revolution’’ declared in the meet- 
ing that she wanted it underatood her 
protest was an American and not an 
Irish protest. 

Net Sponsered hy Authorities. 

Major Putnam, whe had spoken at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Musio without in- 
terruption after’ hig first attempt to 
discuss American and English relations 
in the auditorium of the Erasmus Hall 
High ‘School, was introduced by Mr. 
Crandall. The latter made it clear that 
the Board of Education did not sponsor 
the views of speakers in these public

He Proposes One Commission 
to Regulate New York 
Transportation. 


MESSAGE ON IT EXPECTED 


Governor Would Divert Jurisdic- 
tion Over Other Public Utilities 
to Up-State Commission. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Changes in the 
system of public utilities supervision in 
New York City, involving divestment of 
the Transit Regulatory Public Service 
Commission for the First District of all 
powers of regulation over gas and elec- 
tric lighting and power corporations, is 
contemplated by Governor Miller, it be- 
came known tonight. The new Chief 
Executive is expected to send a special 
message to the Legislature early in the 
session, embodying suggestions along 
these lines and calling for the establish- 
ment of a single-headed transportation 
commission for New York City. 

Under the contemplated change the 
new transportation commission would 
have sole jurisdiction over all traction 
matters in the territory now supervisea 
‘by the New York City Commission— 
the counties of New York, the Bronx, 
Queens, Richmond and Kings. All other 
powers now reposing in that body would 
be transferred to the upstate commis- 
sion, making in reality but one public 
service commission for the State. 

The scheme is in Hne with Governor 
Miller’s economy proposals, and it is 
believed by him'that {ft will result in 
far greater efficiency in the handling 
of New York City transportation as 
well as in a distinct saving to the State 
administration. It is not known whether 
the plan contemplates enlarging the 
force to work out subway and elevated 
railroad problems. 


,Would Leave Construction to City. 


It has been suggested to Governor 
Miller, it is said, that the proposed new 
Transportation Commission be charged 
solely with the regulation of traction 
problems, leaving the supervision of new 
construction entirely in the hands of the 
New York City administration. This 
suggestion has been made primarily be- 
cause the city administration defrays to 
e large extent the expenses of the com- 
mission as now constituted, Construc- 
tion supervision, it is pointed out, could 
be lodged in the Board of Bstimate and 
Apportionment. The construction of new 
subways, anyhow, is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. 

There is little doubt, according to some 
legislators here, that the Miller pro- 
posal will be approved as the Repub- 
lican majority is expected to acquiesce 
in most of the Governor’s economy prop- 
ositions and is said to agree that there 
is waste under the present dual system 
in New York City.

POLICEMAN NEAR STATION 


Robbers Leisurely Walk Past Him—— 
Detectives Arrive an Hour 
and a Half Later. ; 


Two youthful bandits, unmasked and 
seemingly without fear of the presence 
of a policeman less than half a block 
away, shortly after midnight this morn- 
ing, held up with pistols Mrs. Ada 
Hoover, ticket agent in the B. R. T. 
subway station at Seventh Avenue and 
Fifty-fifth Street, and after taking $71 
from her held up two men who came 
down the steps to the station from 4 
benefit performance in Carnegie Hall, 
at Fifty-seventh Street, for the Italian 
Welfare League. 

According to officials of the B. R. T., 
it was the second time a ticket agent 
has been robbed at that station in the 
last four months. After the robbers had 
forced Mrs. Hoover to turn over the 
receipts of the station, they calmly 
walked up the stairs of the station lead- 
ing to the southwest corner of Fifty- 
fifth Street and Seventh Avenue, and 
leisurely walked past a policeman stand- 
ing near the corner. 

Mrs. Hoover was seated in the ticket 
agent’s booth at 12:20 o’clock when two 
well dressed youths, each about nineteen 
years old, came to the window, and 
smilingly said te her: 

‘* Now, don’t get excited, young lady. 
We are just going to relieve you of the 
company’s money, but if you make an 
outcry, we'll shoot you.” Both of them 
were about the same height, Mrs/ 
Hoover said, but one, who was dressed 
like a college student, did most of the 
talking. 

First Thought Men Were Joking. 


Mra. Hoover said she thought at. first 
the young men were carrying on 4 lark 
as frequently students from Columbia 
University used the station on their way 
to and from Carnegie Hall 

When her eyes rested on the amall 
glass slab in the little window in front 
of her, however, she saw the muzzles 
of two pistols, and she realized she was 
experiencing a repetition of the robbery

FALLING ROOF KILLS TWO 


Loss of Several Millions Covered 
by Insurance—Origin of 
Flames Unknown. 


Spectal to The New York Timea. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va, J 3.—The 
Capitol of West. Virginia, to with 
priceless records of some of the depart- 
ments of the State Government, was de- 
stroyed late this afternoon by a fire of 
mysterious origin. Only the brick shell 
remains of the once stately building. 

The loss amounts to several millions 
of dollars, which is covered by a blanket 
insurance policy of $6,000,000 on all ‘the 
State buildings. 

The fire started in the small record 
room over the office of the Secretary. of 
the Public Service Commission. Boke 

Two men were killed at 5 o'clock whey 
a section of the roof fell in, The dead 
are: Edward Spencer, an electrician, 
and Howard Pauley, fireman. 

Fire Chief W. W. Graham, Policeman 
William Lacey and Fireman Oscar 
Thaxton were injured. Chief of Police 
John Charnock had a narrow. escapé. 
The-chief and some of hig men were in 
the Tax Commissioner's office pitching 
records out of the windows. Ag they 
started down a ladder there was a roar

The firemen said that another man 
was with them and that he was buried 
beneath the débris. His name could not 
definitely be learned. There were re- 
ports that he was Charles Walker of 
Huntington. 


The fire started about 2:30 o’clock on 
the fourth floor of the Capitol, which is 
seldom used, except for the storing of 
records and stationery. The office of 
the Public Service Commission gave the 
alarm. By the time the Firg Depart- 
ment was able to pour water on the 
building it was doomed. 

B, EB. Winters, Chief Railroad In- 
spector of the commission, narrowly 
escaped being buried alive. He played 
@ stream of water an the blaze from a 
small hose remained at his post 
until his face was scorched. Winters 
gained freedom by descending a back 
stairway which was burning. 

One of the losses was in the burning 
of the Museum of the State Depart- 
pment ef Agriculture, which, it is said, 
cannot be equalled in any agricultural 

department of the country. The old 
clock in the tower, whose weights were 
of many tons, is a complete logs, 

In a statement tonight, Governor Corn- 
well said: 

* Of course, this fire is little short 
of a calamity to the State because 
of the records that have been destroyed 
in the various departments, which will 
eccasion inconvenience to many persons, 
It cannot be ascertained just yet how 
much of the records of several of the 
departments was saved or what will be 
the state of those in the various: vaults. 

‘The monetary loss will not be great. 
We have insurance on all the State 
buildings, in a blanket policy, for all 
the insurance companies will carry. The 
total insurance carried is approximately 
000,000. So it will he seen that the 
Btate can collect all it ia entitled to 
for this building, based, of course, upon 
its valuation. 

‘“Y will call a meeting of the State 
officers tomorrow morning to make ar- 
rangements for the legislative session.

SLOW TRIP ON FROZEN TRAIL 


Expected Home Next Week—Flight 
Believed Furthest North Ever 
Made by Free Balloon. 


COCHRANE, Ont Jan. 3.—Canadian 
mounted police gtationed at Haileybury 
announced tonight that # trained mes 
senger would be sent to meet and es 
cort the three American naval balloon- 
ists now making their way by dog 
sleds for an Ontario railroad after 
being missing for nearly three weeks. 
The officars, who found refuge at Moose 
Factory, on James Bay, after being 


‘jlost in the Canadian woods for four 


days, are believed to be headed for 
either Mattice or Cochrane, on the Ca- 
nadian National Transcontinental Rail- 
way. 

Barring unfavorable weather condi- 
tions, the three men, who are accom- 
panied by experienced guides, should 
reach the railhead Saturday or Sunday, 
Their progress is necessarily slow be- 
cause of the frozen and snowswept trails 
and the cold weather, which now regig- 
ters 30 degrees below zero in that region, 

With the exception of the message 
which they sent by Indian runners to 
Mattice, from where it was telegraphed 
to the Rockaway (N. Y.) Naval Air Sta- 
tion,.no details of their flight or rescue 
are known here. It is assumed, howe- 
ever, that after. abandoning the balloon 
and heading for civilization they came 
upon trappers, who directed them to the 
Hudson Bay trading post at Moose Fac- 
tory. where they found shelter. 

Farthest North by Free Balloon. 

While their flight of approximately 800 
miles was not a long distance or time 
record the aviators probably reached @ 
point farther north than ever before 
téined by a free air balloon. They’ 
the Rockaway air station at 12:15 P. 
Dec. 18, and landed at 2 P. M. the next 
day. Knowing that the prevailing 
winds would. carry them over the moun- 
tainous districts of northern New York, 
the aviators probably purposely kept 
their craft at a high altitude, 
at night. When dawn broke they pre- 
sumably found themselves over the 
dense Canadian woods and decided to 
keep going until they could find an opan 
space and land in safety.

It is believed that the air line of 852 
miles *from Rockaway to Moose Factory 
noes not represent entirely the distance 
traveled by the smpotent gas bag. 
Doubtless the craft was buffeted by 
wind and gales in the. upper air cur- 
rents, and perhaps at times driven in 
a dizzy zigzag course—over a distance 
that cannot be estimated. 

The aeronauts did not start out to 
make records, and it is believed that 
they have accomplished their real pur- 
pose of gathering valuable meteorolog- 
ical data that will ald the Air Service. 
Their reports will be filed with the 
Navy Department fér the use of other 
Canadian air voyageurs. 

One peculfar point of Government ‘‘red 
tape’’ has been brought out by the dog- 
sled journey of the aerofauts back to 
the railroad. Dog-sled transportation

No word has been received yet about 
the condition ,of the balloon, but, inas- 
much as the message failed to mention 
it, the assumption of the naval officers 
here is that the craft is safe and can be 
brought back next Spring.

MURDER SENTENCE 
“POR ITALIAN FRIAR 


Ciavolino, Popular Franciscan 
Preacher, Killed His Superior 
' and Benefactor. 


A CRIMINAL FOR TEN YEARS 


24-Year Prison Term Ends an Al- 
most Incredible Career of Cruelty 
and Debauchery.

MILAN, Jan. 3.—Before the Naples 
Assize Court. an extraordinary five 
weeks’ trial has just come to a close. 
The case, which has aroused intense ex- 
citment in Italy, is that of Padre Sal- 
vatore Ciavolino, one of the foremost 
pulpit orators among the Franciscan 
Friars in Southern Italy. The priest, 
now only 34 years of age, has been on 
trial on the charge of murdering his 
superior, Padre Nicola Grossi, Father 
Proyincial of the Naples province of 
Minors Cenventual. 

Ciavolino received a sentence of twen- 
ty-four years’ imprisonment, with a 
further four years of police supervision, 
besides the perpetual forfeiture of his 
efvil rights. 

His shocking crime came as a climax 
to a ten-year career of astounding 
degeneracy. Wher he was 21 he had 
conferred upon him not only the priest- 
hood, but a doctorate in theology and 
in canon law. Ciavolino himself makes 
no secret of the fact that soon after 
pronouncing his solemn vows he ceased 
to believe in religion, but was assiduous 
in discharging the external functions of 
his ministry, merely for the sake of the 
fees and the easy facilities afforded 
him for conquests. 

Amazing revelations were made about 
him in the course of the trial. Wherever 
he went he left cruel traces of his Don 
Juan pfroclivities. In the judicial dossier 
no fewer than thirty-two histories of 
family ruin are recorded against him. 
Thousands of -love’ letters, photogrpah 
albums and gifts. frony his adorers were 
seized in his. convent cell and at the 
houses of relatives, . 

_ His first victim was a Countess of an 
ancient Umbrian family, who deserted 
husband and' children to join him, only 
to be ousted shortly afterward. Being 
an expert gambler, he racked his brains 
to break the Nattonal Lottery bank. He 


tried hard to get himself initiated into 


Free Masonry, and undertook to aposta- 
tize from his church if membership was 
accorded him. 

Ciavolino’s final adventure, which led 
up to the murder of his superior, was 
his liaison with Nina Dambrosio, a 
pretty and’ popular Neapolitan music 
hall star. Being in urgent need of 
funds to meet her extravagance, he 
sought aid from Padre Grossi, who had 
befriended him to an extraordinary ex- 
tent. Grossi arranged a private inter- 
view at Clavolino’s brother’s house at 
Meduccio, where the recalcitrant friar 
was then lodging. Ciavolino arranged 
to send the whole family away for that 
day, so as to be quite alone. 

What really took place can only be 
surmised. It appears that Grossi re- 
fused to meet Ciavolino’s debts and or- 
dered him to doff his religious garb and 
remove his effects from the  Portici 
Convent with twenty-four hours. Cia- 
volino thereupon sprang at him with 
a hea iron bar, smote him about the 
head ‘din he dropped unconscious, and 
afterward made sure of his death by 
tying a cord around his throat. Next 
he rifled the corpse of a gold watch 
and bank notes. 

‘That night Ciavolino returned to this 
monastery and ransacked it for money 
and valuables. He was arrested next 
morning. ‘

KILLING EASTMAN 


Jeremiah W. Bohan, in State- 
ment, Asserts\His Act Was 
zn in Self-Defense. _ 


WAS THREATENED, HE SAYS 


Tells of Words in Cafe and Escape 
in Passing Taxi—Denies 
Mates Knew Slayer. 


Jeremiah W. Bohan, a. prohibition 
agent until he was dismissed because 
the police were looking for him, volun- 
tarily surrendered to the authorities 
yesterday and confessed the slaying on 
Dec. 26 of Monk Eastman. 

In a signed statement to the police 
and in the course of an extended exami- 
nation hefore John R. Hennis, Assistant 
District Attorney in charge of the Homi- 
cide Bureau, Bohan said he shot in self- 
defense after Eastman, who once before, 
he asserted, had threatened to kill him, 
had seized him from behind and called 


him ‘‘rat’’ and. other’ unpleasant 
things. 

Bohan, who was appointed an inspec- 
tor in the office of Charles R. O’Connor, 
Federal Prohibition Director for the 
State, early in November, and whose 


connection with that office was termi-: 


nated when he became a fugitive from 
ustice, was tried and =| bg In 

rooklyn in 1911 for the killing of Jo- 
seph Faulkner,. alias ‘‘Joe the Bear.’’ 
According to the police, Bohan has been 
arrested four times for disorderly con- 
duct, being fined three times and re- 
leased under a suspended sentence on 
one occasion. s 

During the war Bohan was arrested 
under the work or fight law. He then 
got a job along the Brooklyn waterfront 
representing the stevedores’ union, which 
was having trouble with its employers. 
Eastman was ‘representing ’’ some of 
the employers, ard it was thus the two 
met and became friendly enemies. 


Was Threatened, He. Says. 


Bohan’s stony, told at headquarters 
after. he had placed himself in the hands 
of the police in Brooklyn and later am- 
plified before Mr. Hennis, was that the 
killing was entirely unpremeditated. He 
said Eastman ‘‘ got myssy ’’ over noth- 
ing in particular in the Spatz Café, 213 
Havemeyer Street, Brooklyn, eight 


months ago, and drew a pistol, threaten- 
ing to shoot him. Bohan said he told 
the former gang leader to go ahead and 
shoot. Instead Eastman pocketed the 
pistol and the quarrel was made up. 

Christmas night Bohan, referred to in 
Mr. Hennis’s earlier accounts of the 
killing as the police canceived it, as 
“Mr. X.,’’ Eastman and a half dozen 
others, mostly small gamblers without 
regular homes or visible means of sup- 

ort, took an automobile to the Blue 

ird Café, 62 East Fourteenth Street, 
Manhattan. There they rank until 
nearly 4 o’clock in the morning, when 
a dispute arose over a. collection for 
tips. Eastman wanted to tip every one, 
others wanted, to. fee the pianoplayer, 
who had stayed overtime to amuse the 
group, and Bohan objected in particular 
to giving anything to John J. Bradley, 
a waiter who got his job through East- 
man’s friendship with Martin Flanagan, 
one of the proprietors of the Blue Bird. 
In the eg only the waiter who had 
served the party was rewarded, and by 
twos and threes the roisterers drifted to 
the street. : 

Bohan was walking away alone, he 
said, when suddenly Eastman seized him 
from behind, whirled him .around and 
remarked that he had ‘ been a rat” 
ever since he got that prohibition. job. 
At the same time, Bohan asserted, Hast- 
man, who subsequently was found not 
to be armed even with a. penknife, 
‘(dropped his hand in his right coat 
pocket.’’ 


Tells of Escaping. 


At that instant Bohan, remembering 
how Eastman had menaced him on thé 
previous occasion, drew his own pistol 
and emptied it into Eastman’s body. 
Then he ran into the street, tossed his 
weapon into the subway kiosk where 
it was found and jumped to the running 
board of a taxicab proceeding north on 
Fourth Avenue. He told the driver to 
keep on going. He did not know the 
man. The killing was unpremeditated 
and the opportune appearance -of the 
cab an accident. Without demanding 
any explanation the chauffeur kept on 
northward. Bohan dropped off at Six- 
teenth or Seventeenth Street, walked 
through to Third Avenue, hailed an- 
other cab and had himself driven to the 
Williamsburg Bridge Plaza. He walked 
across the bridge and was lost ‘in the 
haunts about, the Brooklyn approach to 
the bridge. where ‘he and his cronies 
made their headquarters. : : 

Bohan exonerated all the other mem- 
bers of the party, saying they were so 
innocent of the killing they even de- 
bated with him afterward the probable 
identity of the slayer.

HOLD ONE FOR THEFT 
IN OFFICE OF CRAIG 


Another Clerk Is Sought in $20,- 
000 Defalcation in City Finance 
_ Department. , 





Charles Kloss of 1,531 Greene Avenue, 
Brooklyn, was held at Police Headquar- 
ters last night, and the police were 
searching for John T. Harris of 467 St. 
John’s Place, Brooklyn, in eonnection 
with a defalcation said to amount to 
nearly $20,000 in the office of Controller 
Charles L. Craig. Both men were em< 
ployes of the city’s Finance Depart- 
ment, and Kloss, an accountant, had 
been in the ‘custody of Detective John 
Cunniff, attached to the District Attor- 
ney’s office, nearly all day. A warrant 
was issued for Harris, a clerk in the 
Contract bureau, upon complaint of Con- 
troller Craig. 

Controller Craig said that irregulari- 
ties in the Contract Bureau had been 
discovered last Friday. It was part of 
Harris's duty to receive bonds from 
surety companies deposited on city con- 
tracts. In some cases contractors depos- 


the usual surety company bonds, anu 
this practice was said to have made 
fraud on the part of one or more of the 
clerks possible. ‘ 

On Friday Michael Delvalso, a Bronx 
centractor, informed the Controller that 
he had deposited $9,750 in cash in. lieu 
of a surety bond, when he first obtained 
a city contract, and that when he sub- 
stituted a surety bond Harris had. not 
repaid him the full amount at once, but 
had made payments in instalments. The 
last payment of $600 was made on Fri- 
day-and Delvalso said he considered it 
his duty to bring the transaction to the 
attention of Harris’s superiors. 

Charles Schaeffer Co., Brooklyn, 
feed merchants, deposited two Liberty 
bonds, totaling $600, with Harris as 
surety on a_ contract. Investigation 
showed that these Liberty bonds had 
been pledged with a loan office and 
that, presumably, the proceeds of the 
loan were used by Harris to pay the 
final $600 to Delvalso. 

On Saturday Charles Kerrigan, Con- 
troller Craig’s secretary, found a suit- 
case containing a number of bonds and 
memoranda in Harris's locker. He put 
-the suitcase with its contents in the 
safe, and it was the Controller’s inten- 
tion to question Harris yesterday. 

On Sunday Harris and Kloss were said 
to have visited the Municipal Building, 
when Hatris went to the Controller's 
office on the sixth floor to get the suit- 
case, Harris was said to have returned 
to Kloss and told him the suitcase was 
missing. Harris failed to appear for 
work yesterday morning, When Kloss 


| appeared’ he was ‘brought before the 


Controller and was said to have 
most of the blame upon Harris. 

When booked at-Police Headquarters, 
Kloss was charged specifically with 
grand larceny tn connection with the 
theft of two Liberty bonds. He had 
been employed eight years ‘in the Fi- 
nance Department, and drew a salary of 
$2,100. Harris had been in the city’s 
employ for twenty-two years, and had 


a salary of $3,000, 

Controller Craig' said the thefts ought 
to have a salutary €ffect upon the Civil 
Service Reform Association by showing 
that the Controller should have the 
power of appointing clerks for whom he 
was held responsible: No record was 
found of the alleged visit of Harris to 
the Municipal Building on Sunday, al- 
though one is supposed to be kept of 
every Visitor, and Mr. Cfaig declared 
that the Borough President of Manhat- 
tan, custodian of the building, was re- 
sponsible for letting employes “ raid ’”’ 
the Controller’s office during his ab- 
sence. 

Borough President Henry H: Curran 
replied that .he did not see how he could 
be justly held responsible for wrongdo- 
ing in the Finance Department. He de- 
clared that the Controller had been a 
severe critic of the management of the 
Municipal. Building ever since he re- 
voked the Controller's privilege to com- 
mandeer an express elevator for a ride 
to his office on the fifth floor, a privi- 
lege now enjoyed ‘only by chiefs of the 
Fire Department. :

rupted address at the request of the 
Flatbush Chamber of Commetrce, the 
members of which believed he was en- 
titled to a hearing.

Greeted With Derision. 


‘‘ Britain is calling upon America to 
do its part,’’ Major Putnam said, and 
this was the signal for the first serious 
demonstration of hostiftty—loud, derisive 
laughter and an increased volume of 
coughing. 

Major Putnam then declafed that the 
United States was two years late in 
pdr into the war and appeared to 

e ‘‘ shamefully”’’ late in getting into 
the League of Nations. 

This caused another manifestation of 
derision, with numerous gide remarks 
on the result of the recent Presidential 
election. 

So far the disturbance had consisted 
of Se igre 2 but noise and the policemen 
stood helplessly, much as a_ teacher 
might with a class beyond her control.

Calls Out More Dissent. 


Then the Major made his remark 
about the War of 1812, in which he said 
that the United States should have, been 
fighting for a ‘‘ better order’’ in Eu- 
rope. He declared that the British Or- 
der in Council which caused the trouble 
between England and the United States 
was rescinded two days before the dec- 


laration of war. These assertions 
brought vigorous expressions of dissent. 

Major Putnam then took up the Civil 
War, and declared that.first.Prince Al- 
bert and then Queen Victoria interposed 
and prevented recognition of the Con- 
federacy and the breaking up of the 
Union. As an illustration he told of 
being in the Army Club in London at 
the time the American troops stopped 
the Germans at Chateau-Thierry. <A

EXTOLS SENATOR HARDING 


Predicts the Repair of “Colossal 
Damage” Done by the Policy 
and Action of Wilson.-

PARIS, Jan. 3.—The Journal des 
Débats published tonight from the pen 
of Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler a letter 
giving glowing promises of what Senator 
Harding will do as President, and con- 
taining a savage attack upon President 
Wilson. He informs Europe that Amerti- 
ca does not really intend to have the 
biggest fleet, and that the judicial form 
is the only proper one for an interna- 
tional association. , 

Dr. Butler’s communication is in the 
form of a letter accompanied by a long 
document setting forth what is right and 
what is wrong in international affairs 
as the President of Columbia sees them, 
His letter says: 

“I take pleasure in writing you the 
following lines, penned after ah intimate 
talk with Senator Harding at Marion-on 
Dec. 18, which lasted seven hours. 1 
am not free. naturally, to quote him 
directly, nor to express his own views 
or personal plans. But I have every 
confidence that under his Presidency we 
will repair in time the colossal damage 
done to our own affairs and those of 
the world by the policy and action of 
President Wilson. 

‘“‘If America had had at its head at 
the end of the war a man who knew 
human nature, w/ knew history and 
European diploma’y and was acquainted 
with the fundamental principles of a 
firm political and social philosophy, the 
state of Europe and America would have 
been much more happy than it is to- 
day. Certainly it will be impossible for 
any Government or party to avoid all 
consequences of the stupefying mistakes 
committed in 191% But we can and we 
ought to begin as soon as, possible to 
act to restore economic order, financial 
prosperity and political stability. 

‘“‘T have long insisted that the security 
of France is keystone of the edifice 
of durable peace. No arrangement’ can 
establish international peace if it does 
not assure the security of France 
against another attack or another in- 
vasion.”’ 

In his review of the situation, Dr. 
Butler writes in part: 

“Senator Harding faces grave prob- 
lems, both domestic and foreign, which 
he md rhea with an open spirit, great 
sagacity and large patience. The con- 
fidence the country has expressed in 
his direction will be fully justified.’’ 
Dr. Butler then declares that America’s 
domestic and foreign. problems are 
linked because the troubles of American 
farmers, cotton planters and manyfac- 
turers will not disappear before laws 
of Congress until Europe has been 
placed on a firm economic basis and is 
able to purchase again. . Especially is 
there need of establishing order in Cen- 
tral Europe. He advocates steps to 
better the exchange situation, which 
he thinks depends largely on the Euro- 
pean nations themselves.

FEAR 150 PERISHED. 


Only 45 Are Rescued From 


Wrecked Spanish Steamer. 

MADRID, Jan. 3 (Associated Press).— 
From the wreck of the Spanish steamer 
Santa Isabel there are only some forty- 
five survivors, so far as is known at 
present, and it is belleved that the re- 
mainder of the passengers and crew of 
the vessel which went ashore on Sat- 
urday night on the coast at Villagarcia, 
numbering about two hundred, have per- 


ished. - 
Telephonic and telegraphic messages 
from Corunna and Vigo lack Getalis, 
but leave little hope of the rescue of 
more than one-fifth the number of those 
aboard the vessel. 

The Santa Isabel grounded while the 
captain and passengers were at dinner. 
The stormy weather kept most of the 
people below. Apparently the vessel 
was dashed upon a rocky tongue of the 
coast with such. force that probably 
most of the victims lost their lives with- 
in a few minutes. The catastrophe had 
culminated before the rescuing boats 
started for the scene. ‘Those rescued 
know nothing of the fate of the others. 

The authorities regard it as unlikely 
that any more were saved, as the little 
island which the Santa Isabel struck is 
only a short distance from the main- 
land, and in the event of other rescues 
they Senay reports would have been 
received before now. 

The transatlantic offices at Madrid 
are without additional information and 
are preparing messages of condolence 
for the families of those aboard.

Doubts Any Benefits.

It is gratifying evidence of her recovery 
and progress toward full production 
and sounder financial conditions. 

‘* Under the law, if the activities of the 
corporation were resumed, no direct ad- 
vances could be made to producers and, 
if they could be, they would not accom- 
plish the objects in view. They would 
not create demand for our products. 
They could be made only to exporters 
or to banks ore in financing exports 
and if they did in some measure stimu- 
late exports they would probably not 
have the effect apparently most desired 
of substantially increasing those of ag- 
ricultural co ties. Already, with 
the larger volume of exports which Eu- 
rope is faking from us, she is exercising 
her option of taking a smaller volume 
of some of our principal agricultural 
products, such as méats, presumably be- 
cause she, herself, has become more 
rp’ dae self sufficient, or is again pro- 
viding herself with supplies from distant 
countries which, with the opening up of 
shipping since the armistice, have once 
more found their place in the markets 
of the world. 


Fears Shifting of Financing. 


“It is highly probable that the most 
immediate and conspicuous effect of the 
resumption of the corporation’s activi- 
ties would be an effort on the part of 
exporters to shift the financing of their 
operations from ordinary commercial 
channels to the Government. This would 
be unfortunate. It would continue the 
Government as an active factor in ordi- 
nary business operations. If activities 
of any considerable. magnitude resulted 
they would necessitate the imposition of 
additional taxes or further rrowing, 
either through the War Financé Corpo- 
ration or by the Treasury. 

“In either case new. burdens wauld 
be laid upon all the people. Further 
borrowing, would in all likelihood tap 
the tid | sources which might otherwise 
be available for private operations or 
which the Treasury is now compelled 
to reach to meet current obligations of 


the Government. + 

“There is no question that the bor- 
rowing of the Government should be 
limited to the minimum requirements, 
and that the Government should not 
be called upon further to finance pr!- 
vate business at public expense.

- Against Government in Business. 
‘‘For many months there has been a 
demand that war agencies should be 
abolished and that there should be less 
Govérnment interference with business. 
I have

methods and return to its reliance on

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The Borah 
resolution, which calls for a conference 
between the Governments of Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States 
for the purpose of agreeing on a pro- 
gram of naval disarmament, was the 
subject of an executive hearing before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 4 
ticns this morning. Admiral Robert E. 
Coorttz, Chief of Operations, and Rear 
Admiral Byron A.‘Long of the General 
Board of the Navy were the only wit- 
nesses heard. 

Admiral Coontz’s narrative, it was 
stated, had to do principally with the 
naval programs of this country, Great 
Britain-and Japan. The Chief of Op- 
erations is understood to have expressed 
his conviction that the United States 
should maintain its proper proportion- 
ate naval strength, and that any reduc- 
tion in naval armaments, so far as this 
country is concerned, should be so ar- 
rang as not to disturb the existing 
proportionate standing’ of the nations, 
which may be affected by a disarma- 
ment ‘treaty such as: had -been proposed 
by Senator Borah. ’ , 

At the present time, the committee 
‘was informed, Great Britain is practi- 
cally standing: still so far as naval con- 
struction is concerned, although she is 
prepared at short notice to resume the 
strengthening. of her battle units. On 
the other hand, the present Japanese 
program is said to be about half that 
of the United States. 

Senator Borah informed the committee 
that he had no objection to what was 
described as a graduated plan of naval 
disarmament. He was'perfectly willing, 
he said, to leave that feature of the pro- 
posal to the conference of the nations 
concerned. In this connection it de- 
veloped that there is a disposition on 
the part of many Senators to_ include 
France and Italy in any naval disarma- 
ment plan that may be considered. 

The opinidti about the Capitol seemed 
to be that the committee will not post- 
pone action until the Harding Adminis- 
tration assumes power, but probably re- 
port back shortly .to the Senate the 
Borah resolution either in its original 
or in an aménded form. 

The committee will meet again 
Wednesday, when Senator Walsh of 
Montana will be heard on his resolution, 
which directs this Government to. send 
an American representative to the dis- 
armament conference proposed to be 
held under the auspiges of the League of 
Nations. os 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (Associated 4 
Press)—Secretary Daniels said today 
that, so far as he had been advised, 
President Wilson was not considering 
the calling of a world disarmament 
conference. 

Reiterating his opposition to the 
Borah resolution looking to a reduction 
of naval building by Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States, the Naval 
Secretary said: . . 

‘““Such a move would amount to 
nothing less than another alliance, for 
these three nations would wield the 
naval balance of power of the world. 
The remainder of the nations could rea- 
ra A be expected to form an entente, 
an 
dition identical with that which caused 
the .World ar. 

“We have-no thought: that Great 
Britain, in insisting on the mastery of 
the geas, menaces the -United States, 
but Great Britain ¢duld ‘well afford: to 
favor an agreement to curtail naval 
building today, for such an agreement 
would leave her with a navy almost 
twice as powerful as any other in the 
world, in addition to the fact that she 
has an alliance with Japan. 

“That -alllance probably does not 
mean any danger to the United States, 
but it exists, and if these three nations 
should agree to limit naval building to- 
day the British navy alone would be 
much superior to ours, while the com- 
bined Japanese and_ British navies 
would overshadow the American sea 
forces.”’ .

persons have returnéd to work. The 
plants had been idle since early last 
» Fall. Shoe factories are preparing to 
take ON many former workers and 2,000 
“jafhds have gone to work in the last 
week. It is expected that 3,000 more 

will have resumed work by Feb. 1. 

The return to’ normal conditions in 
the clothing industry has cheered indus- 
trial Rochester. Max Holtz, President 
of the Exchange, declares that the Roch- 
ester plants will be working at full speed 
within a short time. Orders for Spring 
clothing are heavier than a year ago, 
and reports from the country show that 
retailers have about sold out their stocks 
of Fall and Winter clothing. The work- 
ers returned without a change in wage 
scale. 

The big Michaels-Stern plant, which is 
outside of the Exchange, is operating a 
three-quarters force. 

‘The Executive Board of the United 
Shoe Workers of America began’ a 
week's sessSion here last night. One of 
the principal problems to be considered 
is the open shop movement. Means to 
combat the campaign will be considered 
and the movement to unite the various 
independent labor organizations into 
** one big union ’’ will be discussed. The 
United men here condemn the policy of 
the. American [Federation of Labor, 
claiming the federation has become a 
Political body and therefore has ceased 
to be cf real value to workingmen.

ON CLOTHING PCKETS 


Police Charge Even Vehicular 
Traffic Is.Blocked by Pa- 
trolling Union Men. 


67 ARE FINED $3 EACH 


Picketing Begins at 6 A. M., When 
3,000 “Amalgamated Workers 
March to Factory Districts. 


The police raided picket lines of the 
Amalgamated. Cldthing Workers of 
America yesterday and made more than 
100 arrests. According to the police, the 
pickets: were out in droves instead of in 
twos and threes, as precinct Captains 
had suggested, with the result that per- 
sons on Broadway, even vehicular traf- 
fic in some instances, were: halted at the 
picket line. 

Declaring that picketing in groups of 
twelve in front of a building was ‘‘ over- 
doing it’’ and that sidewalks must be 
kept clear, Magistrate Cobb in Jeffer- 
son Market Court fined sixty-seven 
Amalgamated pickets $3 each. Others 
were released. Most of the strikers 
were arrested at Broadway and Bleecker 
Street on charges that they were inter- 
fering with traffic. 

The picketing began at 6 o'clock in the 
morning. About 8,000 unionists were 
marshalled into line. They walked from 
east side halls, where union meetings 
have been held during the controversy 
with the Clothing Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of New York, and took up posi- 
tions of the manufacturing district. <A 
headquartrs for the pickets was estab- 
lished in Fourth Street. 

About 100 pickets filed past the build- 


ing occupied by Rosenthal Brothers at 
Fifth Avenue and Twelfth Street for 
several hours. Many arrests were made 
in front of the J. Friedman & Co. plant 
in ‘West Nineteenth Street, where sev- 
eral serious clashes between unionists 
and non-union workers have occurred. 
A detail of policemen and several pri- 
vate guards were on duty at the Fried- 
man factory and, because the police had 
ruled that but six pickets at a time 
could, be stationed at the building, a, 
round-up was made when union men 
began to circle the building in an ‘‘ end- 
less chain,’’ as the Amalgamated de- 
scribed’ the tactical formation. 

The Amalgamated charged that ‘an 
army of policemen had been detailed to 
the picket line,’’ and, that despite ‘‘ the 
crime wave and other demands on the 
police force, a heavy guard was kept 
in front of Friedman’s all morning. 
when an automobile containing non- 
union workers drew up in front of the 
factory, the police cleared the sidewalk 
for about seventy-five feet while they 
entered the building. However, during 
the entire morning dnly one automobile 
drew up and it contained four or five 
young women, who, as the pickets re- 
ported, did not look at all like clothing 
workers.”’ bs 

It was pointed out that Intensive pick- 
eting would not be conducted by the 
union if it did not believe a consider- 
able amount of manufacturing was be- 
ing done in the shops. The manufac- 
turers have stated that such shops as 
have orders experience little difficulty 
in obtaining workers. 

The union paid the fines of the ar- 
rested pickets and its statement de- 
clared that ‘‘ the Picket Committee an- 
nounced that picketing in whatever force 
as is necessary will. be maintained from 
now on. The union's position is that 
picketing conducted in orderly fashion 
is legal and that*‘the union is not re- 
sponsible for the arbitrary proceedings 
ordered by certain police Captains.’’ 

Five pickets arrested in front of the 
Bush Terminal in Brooklyn were pa- 
roled until Friday. The union’s effort 
to prevent manufacturing extends to the 
terminals from which shipments are 
made and to the trucks on which goods

STRIKERS FIRE ON TROOPS. 


Attack Follows Stoning of Workers 
Brought Into Mingo .Field, 


WILLIAMSON, W. Va., Jan. 3.—A de- 
tachment of Federal troops at Merrimac, 
W. Va., in the coal strike region, were 
fired upon from the Kentucky Mount- 
ains, according to information received 
by military headquarters shortly after 
noon today. The firing, which occurred, 
yesterday, was returned by the soldiers.

He also 
revealed a code which he said was used 
by whisky runners. In the man’s room, 
it was said, rubber stamps were found

ment official for New Jersey. 

The men were taken before United 
States Commissioner eps § and held in 
bonds of $10,000, which they were un- 
able to furnish.

The Court's opinion in the case is in 
part as follows:

Mr. Justice Pitney delivered the opin- 
ion of the court. ‘ 

This Was a suit in equity brought by 
appellant in the District Court for the 
Southern District of New York for an 
injunction to restrain a course of con- 
duct carried on by defendants in that 
district and vicinity in maintaining a 
boycott. against the products of’ com: 
plainant’s factory, in furtherance of a 
conspiracy to injure and destroy its good 
will, trade and business—especially to 
obstruct and destroy its interstate trade. 
There. was also a prayer for damages, 
but this has not been pressed and calls 
for no further ‘mention. 

Complainant is a Michigan corporation 
and manufactures i age presses at a 
factory in Battle Creek, in that State, 
ipa ed hg about 200 machinists in the 
factory, in addition to fifty office em- 
ployes, traveling salesmen and expert 
machinists or road men. who supervise 
the erection of the presses for complain- 
ant’s customers at their various places 
of business. 

The defendants Who were brought ‘into 
court and answered the bill are Emil J. 
Deering and William Bramley, sued in- 
dividually: and as business agents and 
representatives of District No, ,15 of the 
International Association of Machinists, 
and Michael T. Neyland, sued individ-

same association. The District Council 
and the lodge are unincorporated asso- 
ciations, having headquarters in New 
York City, with numerous members resi- 
dent in that city and vicinity.

Warnings and Threats to Customers. 
The acts complained of made up the 
details of an elaborate program adopt- 
ed and carried out by defendants and 
their organizations in and about the 
city of New York as part of a country- 
wide program adopted by the interna- 
tional association for the purpose of 
enforcing a boygott of complainant’s 
product. The acts embraced the follow- 
ing, with others: Warning customers 
that it would be better for them not to 
purchase, or having purchased not to 
install, presses made by complainant, 
and threatening them with loss should 
they do so; threatening custofmers with 


sympathetic strikes in other trades; 
notifying a trucking company usually 
employed by customers to haul the 
presses not to do so, and threatening 
it with trouble if it should; inciting 
employes of the trucking company and 
other men employed by customers of 
complainant to strike against their re- 
spective employers in ordér to interfere 
with the hauling and installation of 
presses, and thus bring pressure to bear 
upon the customers; notifying repair 
shops not to do repair work on Duplex 
presses; coercing union men by threat- 
ening them with loss of union cards 
and with being blacklisted as ‘‘ scabs ”’ 
if they assisted in installing the presses ; 
threatening an exposition company with 
a strike if it permitted complainant’s 
presses to be exhibited, and resorting 
to a variety of other modes of prevent- 
ing the sale of presses of complainant’s 
manufacture in or about New York 
City and delivery of them in interstate 
commerce, such as injuring and threat- 
ening to injure complainant’s custom- 
ers and prospective customers and per- 
sons concerned in hauling, handling or 
installing the presses. 

The Clayton act, in Section 1, includes 
the Sherman act in a definition of 
‘‘ anti-trust laws,’’ and, in Section 16 
(3& Sta. 737), gives, to private parties 
a right to relief by injunction in any 
court of the United States against 
threatened loss or damage by a viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws, under the 
conditions and principles regulating the 
granting of such relief by cour of 
equity. Evidently this canon was in- 
tended to supplement the Sherman act, 
under which some of the Federal courts 
had _held, as this court afterward held 
in Paine Lumber Company vs. Neal, 

, U. 8S. 459, 471, that a private party 
aoa not maintain a suit for injunc- 


on. 

That complainant’s business of manu- 
facturing printing presses. and dispos- 
ing of them,in commerce is a prop- 
erty right, entitled to protection against

The 
accepted definition of a conspiracy is 
a combination of two or more persons 
by concerted action to accomplish a 
criminal or unlawful purpose, or to ac- 
complish some purpose not in _ itself 
criminal or unlawful by criminal or un- 
lawful means... Pettibone vs. United 
States, 148, U. S. 197, 208. If the pur- 
pose be unlawful it may not be carried 
out even by means that otherwise would 
be legal, and although the purpose be 
lawful it may not be carried out by 
criminal or unlawful means. 

[The court then quotes several other 
decisions which it holds are applicable 
and continues:] 


Peaceable and Forcible Methods. 


It is settled by these decisions that 


,such a restraint produced by peaceable 
persuasion is as much within the pro- 


hibition as one accomplished by force 
or threats of force, and it is not to be 
justified by the fact that the partici- 
pants in the combination or conspiracy 
may have some object beneficial to 
themselves or their associates which 
possibly they might have been at lib- 


erty to pursue in the absence of the 
statute. 

Upon the question whether the pro- 
visions of the Clayton act forbade the 
grant of any injunction under the cir- 
cumstances of the present case the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals was divided, the 
majority holding that under Section 20, 
‘‘perhaps in conjunction with Section 
6,’’ there could be no injunction. These 
sections are set forth in the margin. 
Defendants seek to derive from them 
some authority for their conduct. 

As to Section 6, it seems to us its prin- 
cipal importance in this discussion is 
for what it does not authorize, and for 
the limit it sets to the Immunity con- 
ferred. The section assumes the normal 
objects of a labor organization to be 
legitimate, and declares that nothing in 
the anti-trust laws shall be construed 
to forbid the existence and operation of 
such organizations or to forbid their 
members from lawfully carrying out 
their legitimate objects, and that such 
an organization shall not be held in it- 
self—merely because of its existence and 
operation—to be an illegal combination 
or conspiracy in restraint of trade. But 
there is nothing in the section to exempt 
such an organization or its members 
from accountability where it or they de- 

rt fromgits normal and legitimate ob- 

ts and engage in an actual combina- 
tion or conspiracy in restraint of trade. 
And by no fair or permissible tonstruc- 
‘tion can it be taken as authorizing any 
activity otherwise unlawful or enabling 
@ normally iawful organization to be- 
come a cloak for an fllegal combination 
or con piracy in restraint of trade as 
defined by the anti-trust laws. 


Restrictions on Injunctions. 


The principal reliance is upon Section 
20. This regulates the granting of :re- 
straining orders and fhjunctions by the 
courts of the United States in a desig- 
nated class of cases, with respect. to (A) 
the terms and conditions of the relief 
and the practice to be pursued, and (B) 
the character of acts that are to be ex- 
empted from the restraint: and in the 
concluding jwords it declares (C) that 
none of the acts specified shall be held 
to be violations of any law of the United 
States. All its provisions are subject to 
a general qualification. respecting. the 
nature of the controversy and the par- 
ties affected. It is to be a “‘ case between 
an employer and employees, or between 
employers and employees, or between 
ey fairs or between persons employed 
and persons wee employment, {nvolv-

ing, or growing out of, a dispute con- 
Sekar a J terms or conditions of employ- 
ment.”’ 

The first paragraph merely puts into 
statutory form familiar restrictions upon 
the granting of injunctions already es- 
tablished and of general application in 
the equity practice of the courts of the 
United States. It is but declaratory of 
the law as it stood before. The second 
paragraph declares that ‘‘no such re- 
straining order or injunction’’ shall 
prohibit certain conduct specified—mani- 
festly still referring to a ‘‘ case between 
an employer and employees—involving, 
or growing out of a dispute concerning 
terms or conditions of employment,”’ as 
designated in the first paragraph. 

It is very clear that the restriction 
upon the use of the injunction is in fa- 
vor only of those concerned as parties 
to such a dispute as is described. The 
words defining ‘the permitted ‘conduct 
include particular qualifications con- 
sistent with the general one respecting 
the nature of the case and dispute in- 
tended, and the concluding words, ‘‘ nor 
sha any of the acts specified in this 
paragraph be considered or held_to be 
violations of any law of the United 
States,’’ are to be read in the light of 
the context, and mean only that those 
acts are not to be so held when com- 
mitted by parties concerned in ‘‘a dis- 
pute concerning terms or conditions of 
employment.”’ If the qualifying words 
are to have any effect, they must oper- 
ate to confine the restriction upon the 

ranting of injunctions, and also the re- 
axation of the provisions of the anti- 
trust and other laws of the United 
States, to parties standing in proximate 
relation to a controversy such as'is par- 
ticularly described. 

Congress had in mind particular in- 
dustrial controversies, not a general 
class war. ‘' Terms or conditions of 
employment ’’ are the only ounds of 
dispute recognized as adequate to bring. 
into play the exceptions, and it woul 
do violence to the guarded language em- 
ployed were the exemption extended be- 
yond the parties affected in a proximate 
and substantial, not merely a_ senti- 
mental or sympathetic, sense by the 
cause of dispute. 

Nor can Section 20 be regarded as 
bringing in all members of a lahor or- 
ganization as parties to a ‘* dispute 
concerning terms or conditions of em- 
ployment ’’ which proximately affects 
only a few of them, with the result of 
conferring upon any and all members— 
no matter how many thousands there 
may be nor how remote from the actual 
conflict—those. exemptions which Con- 

ess in terms. conferred only upon 
~ bay to the dispute.. That would en- 
lates by construction the provisions of 
Section 20, which contain no mention of 
labor organizations, so as to produce 
an inconsistency with Section 6, which 
deals specifically with the subject and 
must be ‘deemed to express the measure 
and limit of the immunity intended by 
Congress to be incident to mere mem- 
bership in such an organization. 


Holds Immunity Not General. 


The emphasis placed on the words 
“Jawful’’ and “ lawfully,’’ “ peaceful ’’ 
and ‘‘ peacefully,’’ and the references to 
the dispute and the parties to it, strong- 
ly rebut a legislative intent to confer a 
general immunity for conduct violative 
of the anti-trust laws, or otherwise un- 
lawful. The subject of the boycott is 
dealt with specifically in the ‘' ceasing to 

atronize ’’. provision, and by, the clear 
Pores of the language employed the ex- 
emption is limited to pressure exerted | 
upon a “party to such dispute’’ by

There is nothing here to justify de- 
fendants or the organizations they rep- 
resent in wu8ing either threats or per- 
suasion to ng about strikes or @

cessation of work on the part of em- 
ployes of complainant’s customers or 

rospective customers, or of the truck- 
ng company employed by the custom- 
ers, with the object of compelling such 
customers to withdraw or refrain from 
commercial relations with complainant, 
and of thereby constraming complain- 
ant to yield the matter In dispute. To 
instigate a sympathetic strike in aid 
of a secondary boycott cannot be deemed 
‘* peaceful and lawful’’ persuasion. In 
essence it is a threat to inflict damage 
upon the immediate employer, between 
whom and his employes no ‘dispute ex- 
ists, in order to bring him against his 
will into a concerted plan to inflict 
damage upon another employer who is 
in dispute with his employes. 

{The court then quotes from a state- 
ment made in Congress by Mr. Webb, 
the spokesman of the House committee, 
when. the Clayton act was passed, who 
declared that it did not sanction the 
secondary boycott. The decision con- 
tinues :] 

This was the final word of the House 
committee on the subject and was ut- 
tered under such circumstances and 
with such impressive emphasis that it 
is not going too far to say that except 
for this exposition of the meaning of 
the section it would not have been-en- 
acted in the form in which it was re- 
bobs , In substantially that form it

Church, Emmitsburg, .«Md., 
Cardinal Gibbons slept tonight in the 
plain little room in his residence where 
he has lived and worked for many years. 
He was removed to his home today. by 
automobile from. the home of Robert 
T. Shriver at Union Mills. Carroll 
County. Apparently he suffered only 
very slightly from the fatigue of the 
journey. 

The windows of the Cardinal's room 
were dark tonight and it was reported 
by members of his household that he 
was sleeping as-peacefully as a cnild. 
The priests of the venerable prelate’s 
official family said that he had a feeling 
of great gladness to be home again. . 

he Cardinal’s physicians, Dr. Charles 
O’Donovan and Dr. G. Louis Wetzel, 
were much: pleased at the way in which 
he withstood .the fatigue of the trip. 
Although advantage had been taken of 
an ,unusually favorable turn in his ill- 
ness to bring him home, the physicians 
were somewhat uneasy as to the out- 
come. Due to the weakness induced even 
in a robust man by a prolonged illness 
in bed, they would not have been sur- 
prised if a temporary setback had re- 
sulted’ from the thirty-five-mile trip. 
Only the ordinary reaction of slight fa- 
tigue was. observed. 

rs. O’Donovyan and Wetzel believe 
that the easing of the Cardinal’s anxiety 
to be back in the home atmosphere that 
has grown dear to him will have a 
beneficial effect on his health.

Conferred With Untermyer. 


Mr. Swann said that in August, 1919, 
he conferred with Samuel Untermyer, 
counsel to the Lockwood committee, con- 
cerning the charges that building mate- 
rial manufacturers and dealers were in 
a conspiracy to charge exorbitant 
prices for materials, and that he agreed 
with Mr. Untermyer that the Attorney 
General of the United States was in a 
better position to begin an investigation 
of the ‘‘cement combination’ as a 
starter, because the ramifications of the 
alleged conspiracy appeared to be na- 
tion-wide. 

‘“‘I subpoenaed Senator Robinson and 
Assemblyman Steinberg.’’ said the Dis- 
trict Attorney, ‘‘so that they can ex- 
plain to the Grand Jury the grounds on 
which they base their allegation of a 
conspiracy in the city administration.

A genéral reorganization of the city 
government and the elimination of yse~ 
less Jobs and incompetent workers was 
recommended by Aldermanic President

I am still of the 
belief that there are many city employes 
who are not necessary and /are not 
contributing their share. With the new 
retirement law going into effect a large 
number of the superannuated employes 
will be able to retire. All departments 
should be urged to promote deserving 


émployes and to rid the sated of incom- 


petent employes.’’ 

The Aldermanic President said that it 
would be ‘‘imprudent and inadvisable’”’ 
to appeal to the Legislature for $27,- 
000,000 to supply the shortage in the 
Department of Education budget by 
levying a direct tax on the city in 1922. 

**T need not point out,’’ he said, ‘‘ that 
the 1922 tax rate will be the largest in 
the history of the city without imposing 
this additional burden. We are planning 
to spend this year more money than we 
shall receive.’’ 

President LaGuardia set forth in his 
message that the Aldermen last year 
authorized the purchase of. $1,000,Q00 
worth of coal without public bidding, 
and suggested that the matter be 
investigated. He recommended that the 
city buy coal direct from the mines and 
esteblish supply stations at convenient 


points. 

“It is to be hoped,’ he said, ‘‘ that 
Congress will take a fair attitude to- 
ward the nation’s greatest port and give 
New York the attention which it de- 
serves. It is up to us to provide dock 
piers, warehouses and 
wharves. If we provide that, commerce 
will naturally come to New York.”’

Its present preguction at the Cort is 
enhanced vastly by the presence in the 
leading réles of Arthur Byron and Mar- 
garet Lawrence—a fact which may ex- 
plain why the play has waited so long. 
It is for the most part Mr. Byron’s play, 
and, as the man of a thousand amours, 
his is a highly ingratiating, well-shaded 
and generally expert performance of a 
role which may hardly be described as 
difficult, but which, nevertheless, has 
many sides. Miss Lawrence, somewhat 
less generously provided for and bur- 
dened a bit with a French-Rumanian 
accent, gives also an excellent per- 
formance. In Chicago and _ Boston, 
which have been viewing the play in 
advance of New York, it was Martha 
Hedman who had this r6le,- but circum- 
stances brings Miss Lawrence into the 
part in New York.

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 
It doesn’t make any difference who 


is appointed Secretary of State.” Thus 


spake Senator PENROSE in Washing- 
ton the other day. It was more than 
a@n oracle that he was uttering. There 
..dfes tacit in it a declaration of war. 
The Pennsylvania Senator, like most 
of his party leaders, assumes that Mr. 
HvuGuHEs is to be the next Secretary. 
The country would regard the selec- 
tion as that of an able and forthput- 
ting man—the sort of man that Mr. 
‘HARDING promised to place in his 
Cabinet. But this only irritates Sen- 
‘ator Penrose. He stands ready to 
challenge any strong man in the De- 
_ partment of State. The Senate, he 
explains, will in any case control all 
{mportant matters of foreign: policy. 
To the Senate all Secretaries look 
alike. Vigoroug or pliable, it is pre- 
pared to override them all, What 
Senator PENROSE says. is tantamount 
to serving notice on Mr. Harpinc that 
the Senate knows its power, and 
knowing dares maintain it. 

With due deference to the opinion of 
Mr. -PENROSE, it does make a great 
deal of difference who:is appointed 
the next Secretary df State. Never, 
perhaps, was the filling of that office 
89 critical for the ‘country as at pres- 
ent. This results from facts obvious 
to all. The next President has mod- 
estly disclaimed special ability to deal 
with international affairs. He has 
undertaken to surround himself with 
capable ' associates. In no position 
will he need calm and wise advice, 
backed up by powers-of clear statement 
and driving executive energy, more 
than in the Department of State. It 
fs precisely because the work to. be 
done by it is so difficult and impor- 
tant that it can be offered today with 
peculiar appeal to a man conscious of 
the great opportunity and ready 
patriotically to render a service to his 
country. The task is so towering that 
mo weakling or mediocrity should be 
thought of in connection with it. The 
people will expect the most competent 
Secretary of State that Senator Har- 
DING can find. 

Such a Secretary will necessarily 
have convictions and resolute purposes 
of ‘his’ own. He cannot be asked to 
act as a hired attorney for a cause in 
which he does not believe. Still less 
can he be required to make of himself 
merély a meek clearing -house for the 
opinions of the Senate. He must have 
a.certain freedom of initiative and 
leadership in framing policies. This 
was hinted at in a suggestive sentence 
appearing in one of the recent dis- 
patches concerning Mr. Huacnes. It 
said that he was carefully going over 
all the information available, to dis- 
cover if Senator HaRpING’s views on 
foreign policy were such ‘that he felt 
that he could work harmoniously with 
the next Bresident. On no other terms 
could a strong and self-respecting 
man think of accepting the offer of 
the State Department at the present 
This does not mean that the next 
Secretary of State should wish or ex- 
pect to dominate the Cabinet or dictate 
to the President. Sewarp deluded 
himself for a time with that expecta- 
tion in 1861, but LincoLNn sdon showed 
him who was master. There is a 
gense, of course, in which every 
President has in ‘emergencies to be 
his own Secretary of State. The final 
‘responsibility is his. He can be 
greatly aided by skilled advisers,’ but 
in the end the decision’ has to. be made 
by him. Nobody wants a domineer- 
ing Secretary of State. Any man in- 

clined to be one.would show that he 
is not fit for the office. There must 
be team-play in the Cabinet. There 
must be subordination to the Presi- 
dent. But within these general and 
reasonable. limits there is room and, 
indeed, a demand fora Secretary of 
State who can throw all his knowl- 
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ate: all his ‘sagactty, all his energy | 
the guidance of the nation in its for- 
eign - ‘policies “uring - the next ‘two 
years.

They fear that Mayor HrLan would be 
so seriously discredited by the expo- 
sure that. Tammany would set him 
aside and nominate ex - Governor 
SmirH as its candidate. .HyLan, these 
Republicans feel, they could surely de- 
feat. In view of Mr. SmitH’s great 
majority in the city last November, 
‘and of his excellent record as Gover- 
nor, the Republicans have small confi- 
dence in their ability to beat him with 
any candidate of their own. 

This is political depravity, naked and 
not ashamed. Is it imperative that 
the next Mayor shall be a Repubiican? 


| Is that our only way of deliverance? 


Will there not be all-sufficient cause 
for rejotcing if we elect a Mayor who 
is honest, intelligent and capable, 
whether he be Republican, Democrat 
or of no party? It is the intent of our 
organic law to put the City Adminis- 
tration outside of party politics and 
keep it there. Too often the Republi- 
can organization has put up a candi- 
date of its own in opposition to a 
fusion nominee, in that way baffling 
the citizens of New York in their pur- 
pose to secure good government. It 
would be bad politics, bad morals, bad 
citizenship for the Republicans this 
year to put party friumph above the 
interests of the people of the city. 
Men in their organization have been 
preparing to do this very thing—wit- 
ness their attempt to show by the 
medningless figures of enrolment that 
the city is Republican. ° 

If the city -is to be delivered there 
must be a union.next Fall of. all the 
voters who want a, better, cleaner and 
more reputable administration of. city 
affairs than that which we have had 
to endure for the past three years. 
Any organization that stands in the 
way of achieving that purpose will ‘be 
guilty of a political and civic crime.

RUSSIA’S- CHOICE. 

Mr. JYsaac Don . LEVINE returns 
from the Riga peace conference with 
the conviction that the fate of the 
Bolshevist Government depends on its 
own choice between peace and war. 
‘If the Soviets choose peace,”’ he 
says, ‘‘ and if they are able to retain 
‘« their power for a year of it with- 
‘* out the emergency of military meas- 
‘‘ ures, it means that the Bolshevist 
‘‘ Government has the resources to 
‘* exist. If they choose war with 
‘* their neighbors as a means of keep- 
‘‘ ing the Russian people under con- 
‘* trol, it is a sign of weakness, and 
‘‘“means that they have- not the 
‘* strength to build a peaceful admin- 
** istration.’’ 

But it appears from his own state- 
ment that the choice.of war may 2ot 
be a mere last resort to divert atten- 
tion from their failures in domestic 
administration. The issue involves the 
fundamental principles of Bolshevist 
theory. The Communist revolution 
must be a world revolution. The fate 
of any particular country.is incidental. 
LENIN was willing to give up a third 
of Russia at Brest-Litovsk in: order to 
develop his revolutionary centre in the 
other two-thirds. From that centre 
the blessings of Bolshevism were to be 
carried to the rest of the world, and 
the Third International was eventu- 
ally devised as the instrument for that 
enterprise. Bolshevist Governments 
in other countries have received help 
and instructions from Moscow. BELA 
Kun, who ruled Bolshevist Hungary, 
is now the Governor of Kharkoff in 
Southern Russia. Bulgarians are 
among the Bolshevist rulers:in the 
Ukraine, as are Letts and. Armenians 
in Mascow. Nationality means noth- 
ing to this creed; and as in other 
political systems, trusty henchmen 
out of a job must be cared for. 

There has apparently grown up a 
party among, the Russians less dis- 
posed to sacrifice everything in the 
hope of a world revolution receding 
further and further into the future. 
These men think of themselves not as 
the saviors of the world, but as the 
rulers of ‘a Russia which still has more 
than a hundred million people. They 
have done a good deal of damage to 
that Russia for their world ideal, Now 
they are beginning to think. of Russia.

The 
choice between peace and war is thus 
something in which the rest of the 
world can have little to say. It de- 
pends on thé’Bolsheviki—whether they 
will stick to their ideals or will con- 
sult practical possibilities. 

In Paris next week a hundred mem- 
bers of the old Constituent Assembly 
which the Bolsheviki dispersed will 
meet in response fo a call from Kz- 
RENSKY and AVKé&ENTIEFF. That call 
disposes of the various wars that have 
been waged against Bolshevism from 
KoLcHAK to WRaNGEL with the state- 
ment that mere patriotism and hatred 
of the Bolsheviki are not enough; there 
must be agreement on ‘‘ basic social 
and political ideals,’” and such agree- 
ment, between the Social Revolution- 
aries and the Cadets, is what this con- 
ference will try to accomplish. There 
is evidence of a good deal of more or 
less unorganized ‘antipathy to the Bol- 
sheviki in Russia. To that feeling the 
Paris conference will appeal. But 
whether it can agree on any program, 
whether that program can be con- 
veyed to any large percentage of the 
Russian people, is doubtful. It looks 
as if Moscow would have to say what 
Russia’s future in foreign affairs and 
domestic development is going to be. 








SORROW AT ALBANY. 

To gloomy and not yet resigned 
hearers Governor MILLER will read 
tomorrow what must be & message 
of despair to the faithful. Economy 
is good to talk about in a campaign, 
but it usually means something not 
to be practiced. ‘‘ Extravagance ’”’ 
and ‘‘ waste’’ and “‘ inefficiency ”’ 
are inevitable characteristics of the 
other party. Now the Republican 
Party has to be economical. . There is 
no escaping the melancholy duty; and 


the brethren. All this program of 
abolishing . or consolidating depart- 
ments and offices is odious to the 
habits and beliefs of politicians. All 
these proposals of curtailing the func- 
tions of the Controller and the Secre- 
tary of State violate tradition.

Governor 
MILLER insisted throughout the cam- 
paign that the necessary measures of 
reconstruction and consolidation could 
be accomplished by statute. We fear 
that he is wrong, that he will scotch 
the snake, not kill it; but for what- 


co-ordination and responsibility of ad- 
ministration he can induce the Leg- 
islature, to consent to we shall be 
none the less grateful. 








SIGNS OF THE FINANCIAL TIMES. 

Financial retrospects and forecasts 
at the end of the year reveal an un- 
usual conflict of factors. In THE AN- 
NALIST Mr. Norges -reviews the war 
years with the conclusion that most 
expectations were disappointed, and 
in no year more markedly than in 
1920. No one foresaw that its for- 
eign trade would be unexpectedly 
good, while its domestic trade was 
more or less discouraging. The two 
trades are so interrelated that neither 
can thrive without the other, ahd 
there is doubt how far the politicians 
will allow freedom of action to’ the 
economic factors. Dr. ANDERSON com- 
putes that the ratio of foreign trade 
to domestic rose from 1.7 per cent. 
in 1914 to 19.8 per cent. in 1919. The 
ratio is probably larger in 1920, and 
in 1921 conditions: cail for a policy 
of encouraging the world to pay its 
debts to us. Rather there are signs of 
a disposition to antagonize those who 
would pay us in goods. Also there is 
an inclination to éstablish a merchant 
marine, not by goodness and cheap- 
ness of service, but. by crippling those 
who would compete with us in world 
service. | 

On the other hand there is distinct 
encouragement in the prospect that 
the money market of 1921 will reverse 
that of 1920. Our banking system 
has managed its affairs so wisely that 
it was stronger at the year end than 
at the previous New Year. Therefore 
it can afford to release funds for pro- 
ductive purposes, so far as it judges 
that to be wise, sincg the occasion for 
controlling credit has passed its crisis. 
There is a better outlook for the rail- 
roads. —Labor and capital are giving 
signs. of co-operating as profits and 
wages decline together. That is better 
than quarreling over the division of 
excess profits and wages too high to 
be earned or paid under normal condi- 
tions, The nation’s income may be 
less, yet a larger share of it may be 
saved than when thrift was despised 
and even the poor set <xemples of ex- 
travagance. 

In economics as in - potities we are at 
a sort of interregnum, where high and ! 
low, great and small, are-free to make | 
up their own minds.

A GREAT DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 
Miss May Hancock, Professor of 

History, Old Testament and Expres- 

sion in a Boston Bible School, seems 

to be the chief. practical domestic 
economist of this time. She manages 

a dining club for the professors and 

students of the school, whom she fur- 

nishes with twenty-one ‘‘ square 
meals’ a week for $3.50. She ex- 
plains how she does it. She buys of 
wholesalers, and, when she can, gets 
her suff at the farm and factory. 

Yet this tells us little of the elusive 

secret of her genius, for genius it is. 

There are college’ commons near 
Boston which feed many more students 
than she provides for.. Presumably 
their managers arg large and econom- 
ical buyers. Yet they have to charge 
and their 
clients grumble and kick illimitably, 
and are sporadic slaves of the cafe- 
terla. She ‘‘ buys the best of every- 
thing.’’ The hungry undergraduate 
sheep that look up and are not fed 
firmly believe that the masters of their 
commissariat buy the worst. How does 
Miss Hancock do it and can her in- 
comparable art be taught to ordinary 
housekeepers? 

Even before the war probably about 
$5 a week would have been reckoned 
the food cost of the average person in 
a family; and a good many of the 
average male persons eat only two 
meals at home. Besides, ordinary 
folks are without the ferocious and 
comprehensive appetites of the student 
tribe. If Professor HancockK’s mys- 
tery can be imparted and mastered, 
the cost of domestic stoking will fall 
with a heartening ‘‘ thud.” 








THE NAVY AERONAUTS’ ADVEN- 
TURE. 

The story which Lieutenant KLoor 
will have to tell when he reaches a 
telegraph station in Northern Ontario 
is likely to be the greatest ever told 
of aeronautical adventure. ALAN R. 
Hawray and AuGustus Post traveled 
a longer distance in the balloon Amer- 
ica II. in October, 1910, for they 
started from St. Louis (in a contest 
for the Bennett Cup) and came down 
in a storm in the Quebéc wilderness 
sixty miles north of Chicoutimi; but 
while it was wilderness enough for any 
it was not so desolate 
and remote as the district where the 
crew of the navy balloon A-5598 
landed, not far from the shore of 
Hudson Bay. ‘' We had a beautiful 
trip,’’ reported Post when he could 
use the wire at Chicoutimi; and until 
they encountered the storm. that 
forced them down they had hopes, 
these daring civilians, of sailing as far 
as Labrador. That would have been 
madness, but they were out for a 
record. 

Lieutenants Kuioor, HINTON and 
FARRELL were in the grip of a storm 
before they had gone very far. They 
could not have had ‘‘a beautiful 
trip,’’ although navy men seek peril 
and find it exhilarating. They were 
not so well rationed as Hawwey and 
Post, who made no complaint about 
their supplies, except that they added 
to the impedimenta. In fact, these 
balloon specialists extricated them- 
selves from their flight almost with 
easy dexterity and seemed to be at 
home in the trailless forest. They 
‘bucked ’’ two: snowstorms, and on 
the fourth day of ‘‘ southing ” found 
the camp of an absent trapper and 
rested cheerfully for a day. ‘‘ Then,” 
says AuGUSsTUS PosT’s: narrative, 
‘four French-Canadian trappers 
‘turned up, and, 
‘* brought us out by canoe to St. 
‘* Ambroise.” As they steadily pressed 
on, starvation was not a spectre to 
them. ‘‘ The bush was very dense,” 
says the chronicler of this adventure, 
‘and we had a hard time fighting 
‘* our way through, but did not suffer 
“* from any hardship.’’ 

Lieutenant Ktoor’s dispatch from 
Mattice, delivered by a tireless Indian 
pathfinder, more than hints at dis- 
closures of extraordinary ‘hardships 
and dangers. The navy men were 
also forced to land, but had to drop 
into a forest. As it turned out, the 
place was twenty miles north by east 
of Moose Factory, an old Hudson Bay 
post, which will be found on the oldest 
maps. For four days the naval Lieu- 
tenants were lost in the forest, the 
tough driving of the storm in rain, 
and later in the sub-arctic cold, hav- 
ing confused them. no doubt.’ The 


' civilians had drifted in clear weather 


for most of their voyage- and had a

The prospect for them. looked much 
more hopeful than it did for the Httle 
group of weavers at Rochdale, who, 
with a pitifully small capital, taken 
penny by penny from their deep Ppov- 
erty, built up an enormous and widely 
diversified trade, in which all the profits 
as well as all the economies went to the 
members of the organization. That ef- 
fort at co-operative buying and selling 
all the necessaries and some luxuries 
of life has goné on prosperously, year 
after year, and still is serving admirably 
the successors of its originators. 

In Belgium, and even in Russia, as 
well as in several other European coun- 
tries, co-operative commerce has proved 
its practicality, and it has done so, 
too, in somewhat different form, no 
further’: away than Canada. In the 
United States the plan, as yet, always 
has progressed from enthusiastic begin- 
ning through a period of waning inter- 
est to ultimate failure—not infrequently 
to more or less scandalous bankruptcy. 
The lesson of experience is that co-oper- 
ative buying and selling works well for 
other peoples and does not work at all 
for us. 


Co-operation 


That the people 
of the United 
States do not want 
to save money on 
their purchases of 
food and ,clothing and all. the other 
things they buy can be said with truth 
of only a fractfon of them too small 
to be worth considering. That they 
lack either the capital or the acumen 
needful for the conduct of any business, 
large. or small, would be said only by 
enemies with no regard for accuracy. 
The first contention, if anybody ‘made 
it, would be disproved by the fact that 
great numbers of co-operative enter- 
prises have been started here, and the 
second charge falls because it is only 
in these particular enterprises that busi- 
ness ability seems lacking. And the lack 
is only seeming. What the people of the 
United States lack is the willingness, in 
order to achieve. small savings, to take 
the amount of ‘trouble and to endure 
the amount of petty inconveniences that 
is involved in doing all ér most of their 
trading at the co-operative store. They 
want to save, but they do not want to 
do so enough—not as much as do the 
Europeans who have been trained in 
harder schools than ours hitherto have 
been. 

The six thousand department employés 
who went enthusiastically into co-opera- 
tion in Washington were drawn away 
from their own stores to others where 
their fancies or preferences chanced to 
be better met, and they could not resist 
the temptations of ‘‘ special sales,’’ with 
prices temporarily low. With such co- 
operators co-operation will always fail. 

Some day, perhaps, the Rochdale tri- 
umphs in: co-operation will be equaled 
or exceeded here, but it will be when 
life is harder and economy more essen- 
tial to life than it has been in the past, 
or even is’ now, and—well, if that day 
is still somewhat remote, the fact io not 
one deeply to be deplored. ©

This custom—it almost can be. called 
that—is an excellent one, and though the 
memorial thus erected is not a visible 
one, it is not the less real ‘on that ac- 
count. 

When contributions take this form, the 
impulse is probably analogous to the 
one that moves so many of the givers 
to withhold their.names, but it is. car- 
ried further—not only is credit not taken 
by the giver, but it is* transferred to 
the memory of another. Whoever feels 
this impulse is to be commended, not 
as better, indeed, than thosé who are 
glad and proud to have their names ap- 
pear in the honorable lists, but as 
equally, though differently, meritorious. 

Both classes can have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that in contributing to 
the Hundred Neediest Cases they are 
doing something far better and safer 
than ‘giving alms.’’ What they: are 
giving is help to fellow-mortals in an 
emergency—picking them up and setting 
them on their feet again.

John Hatton, ,.who comes to the reés- 
cue” of George McLean Harper, assumes 
that I ‘estimated *}- the Irish proportion 
of the' soldiers of the Revolution, but I have 
stated the plain facts; he relies on: ‘‘ de- 
ductions ’’ and probabilities which have no 
real basis of fact. 

The. burden ot his letter to THm Times is 
an effort to'show that the Irish in the 
Revolutionary army were not “ Celtic Irish,”’ 
because of the preponderance in numbers of 
non-Catholics in this country during the 
Revolution. His ‘ proof’’ is that in this 
year 1920 he finds Protestant clergymen in 
New, York -with old Irish names; but if 
that indicates anything it is that these gen- 
tlmen are descendants of original Catholic 
Irish immigrants. _Why introduce the ques- 
tion of religion into this discussion?

Insurance Plan With Bankers.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—Sir. Robert Horne, 
President of the Board of Trade, met 
today representative bankers headed by 
Reginald McKenna and discussed with 
them a scheme of export credit insur- 
ance.

‘The acoustics of Carnegie Hall gave 
the tone of ‘the orchestra a far better 
chance ‘than it had had at Mr. Tos- 
canini’s first coricert in the Opera House 
last week.’ The improvement was es- 
pecially noticéable in the strings, which 
had & ‘warmer and fuller ‘quality; to a 
less degree in some of the other choirs. 
The subtleties of “Mr. Tascanini’s 
nuances, the’ balancings of tone, the 
.subordinations - and elucidations of 
‘inner ‘voices, the modulations.of dynam- 
ies, “the phrasing, the rhythm and. @ 
hundred ‘things, ‘which the orchestra in- 
terprets with such marvelous | fidelity 
in finish and refinement, were corre- 
spondingly more appreciable and more 
enjoyable. 

The program was delightful; and espe 
cially Relightful were the threé varebaié 
pieces of the sixteenth century \ or 
which it began. The first was a "' Gagli- 
sii pg ’’ by Vincenzo Gallet. Pattie: of a 
more celebrated son; the others.a ‘* Vil- 
lanella ’’ and a * Passo Mezzo e Ma- 
scharada,’’. by authors-unknown but ob- 
viously Italian. These had been scored 
for mnodern; orchestra by Ottorino Respi- 
ghi; whose: name has recently appeared 
on orchestral programs and will again, 
cleverly and appropriately.

Eire was a symphonic poem, ‘“ Ju- 
ventus,”’ new to New b bagghej apparently, 
by Victor.de Sabata, one of the younger 
Italian composers, who is not a stranger, 
at least in spirit, to Richard Strauss. 
His piece is obviously program. music, 
though fio vee for it was disclosed, 
Nor. is a definite statemént of any 
needed for. the first part, with its youth- 
ful buoyancy, its eager theme supported 
on brilliant harmonies. and carried on 
in propulsive rhythms. But. suddenly 
Juventus seems to grow old and dubious 
and is tormented by harassing discords, 
the cogency of which hardly seems to 
grow musically out of what has gone 
before, nor yet to be explained by. the 
restoration of the opening mood. The 
piece is a stirring one and the composer 
is not afraid to erect it on themes of 
melodic obviousness of « fashion bygone J 
to the present generation.

His technique is* finished, _ his 
phrasing artistic and his management 
of breath such as to enable him 
achieve Syren results in this sarticn 
ular. .

‘in his delivery of the two operatic airs.

land’s Mighty Cataract—Heat 
Spoils Winter Sports.

BERNE, Jan. 3.—The largest and most 
famous cataract in Central Burope, the 
Falls of the Rhine, near Schaffhausen, 
has now disappeared. In Summer the 
falls are generally 500 feet wide, with 
@ drop of 100 feet and a discharge of 
Water éstimated at 88,000 cubic feet per 
second. But now only a few trickles of 
water remain and the bed of the falls, 
except in the very middle, where there 
is still a pool of water, is so dry -that 
people are walking across it. Not since 
the exceptionally cold Winter of 1880 
‘has it been possible to Walk across the 
bed of the falls, and even then, as old 
Schaffhausen residents agree, there was 
not so little water as now. 

Every Summer thousands of tourists 
visit the Falls of the Rhine, which are 
illuminated -at night. Geologists, who

No one could escape the feeling 
last week that sales of the character re- 
ferred-to. Had almost reached*a pitch‘ of 
hysteria. People who probably had en- 
tertained no purpose of such sales yield- 
ed to the impulse when it seemed, from 
the talk of Wall Street, that every one 
else was engaged in the same under- 
taking. It followed reasonably enough 
that the next: action by many of the 
sellers would be determined by the 
course of the stocks themselves. When 
prices showed a tendency to quick ad- 
vances, it was natural that something 
of a scramble to buy them back should 
have ensued. 

Railway stocks, although they also 
went slightly higher, did not participate 
in the rapid recoveries: which would be 
logical on the above-mentioned theory 


‘of Wall Street, since there had been no 


inviting opportunity to ‘ establish 
losses’ in that part of the market. A 
few industrial shares broke sharply. but 
those movements had the ear-marks of 
professional activity and affected the 
general list only temporarily. The bond 
market as a whole was disappointing to 
whoever may have looked.for one of the 
old-fashioned general recoveries to in- 
troduce the New Year.

It was perhaps characteristic 
of the attitude of the markets that the 
price of wheet, after having declined 14 
cent per bushel on the news of the 
veto, advanced 8 cents on the news of 
the Senate’s action. But there are other 
influences at work on the price of wheat 
than the prospects of an official bureau 
at Washington with the duty of creating 
export trade.

The United States Steel Corporation 
announced yesterday that the annual 
stock offering to employes would be 
made this year at $81 a share, the low- 
est price at which the shares have been 
put out since 1914, when the offering 


| price was at $57 a share. The highest 


price was in 1917, when the subscription 
was available at $107 a share; and last 
year the offering was made at $106. 
The number of shares taken in 1920 was 
the largest on record, totaling 167,407, 
and the subscription of 1919 totaled 156,- 
680 shares, when the 100,000 mark was 
crossed for the first time in the history 
of the corporation. It is expected that 
the ‘present subscription will take at 
least 175,000 shares and possibly cross 
the 200,000 point, since the price is low 


as compared with recent years. 

An employe of the corporation who 
subscribed for every offering of common 
stock and who took his subscription 
this year would find that the average 
price of his shares was slightly in excess 
of §79. It was the custom of the Steel 
Corporation in its earlier years to offer 
employes the right to subscribe to pre- 
ferred stock, but no allotment of pre- 
ferred was made available after 1914. 
The lowest price at which the common 
stock has ever been offered was in 1909, 
when the figure was $50 a share.

Low Bids for Only 100,000 of 
5,500,000 Pounds Offered at 
“White Burley” Sale. 


CENT FOR WHAT WAS 30 


Growers Threaten to Skip a Year’s 
Planting—Some to Use Crop 
for Fertilizer. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Jan. 3.—The great 
White Burley market of central Ken- 
tucky opened here today. The bids were 
so small-as to indicate a collapse, un- 
less something is done to stem the low 
‘prices. Five and a half million pounds 
were on the sales floor, but no over 
one. hundreé thousand pounds were sold, 
hundreds of growers refusing to accept 
the bids made by the manufacturers’ 
purchasers. The price ranged from one- 
half a cent to 64 cents a pound, with a 
general average of about 24 cents. 

The tobacco selling at a cent today was 
declared by many experts to be of the 
same grade that brought 25 to 30 cents 
last season. Much of the tobacco offered 
today, however, was of low grade, and 
that pulled down the general average in 
prices. Hundreds of growers over the 
White Burley belt tonight are for with- 
drawing their leaf from the market and 
pooling it in the expectation that the 
cessation of growing for one year will 
force a good price for the present crop 
next year. oe 

As a boost to the market, however, 
there is the action of the Burley Grow- 
ers’ Association, with a membership of 
about thirty thousand in Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and Ten- 
nessee, in the organization of the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Marketing Company, a co- 
operative concern now in negotiation 
witH European and Japanese buyers, to 
whom the lower grades will be offered. 
The Marketing Company today sent rep- 
resentatives to the sales floors to follow 
buyers for the big manufacturers and 
take all the leaf they refused. This 
tobacco will be placed in a pool by the 
Burley Growers’ Association. ; 

Many farmers tonight declared they 
will not raise a crop this year; others 
asserted they would withdraw their of- 
ferings from ‘the market and spread it 
on their land for fertilizer. undreds 
of farmers face ruin unless the banks 
and other creditors can carry them on. 
These men have bought land within the 
last two years at $500 to $1,000 for 
tobacco raising, expecting to pay for it 
with their leaf crops. Now: that the 
bottom has fallen out of the market, 
they cannot pay at the time they ex- 
pected. 

As the offers for tobacco so far are 
less than half of what was paid last 
year at the corresponding sales day, stu- 
dents of economics say they expect to- 
bacco prices will gradually bilize on 
a basis similar to that .of other farm 
products. General dissatisfaction and 
disappointment were og ges on all 
sides tonight. A ray of hope was seen, 
however, in the fact that over 200,000,000 
pounds. of tobacco are yef to be put on 
the market, which, , is fully 35. per 
cent. lighter than “last year’s output, 
while much damage has been done py 
rust and wildfire.

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STORES KEEP REGULAR HELP 
Reported Lay-off of 13,000 Only In- 


volves Extras, Says Horace A. Saks. 


XX 

Horace A. Saks, Secretary. of Saks and 
Company, and President of the Retail 
Dry Goods Association, said yesterday 
that he did not believe the reported lay- 
‘ing off of 13,000 employes by New 
York stores since the holiday trade 
ended, ‘indicated any~reduction in per- 
manent workers, : 

“The only lay-off there hss been,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ is. the discharge of extras en- 
gaged for the holiday trade. That lay- 
off, so far as I_know, has only been 
normal. :‘Thirteen thousand is not a 
great number. when it is’considered that 
some stores engage 1.000 to 1,500 for the 
Christmas season. 

“ As far as Saks and Company is con- 
cerned we have more entployes nd@w than 
we usually carry, because business has 
been such as to require more clerks. 
The Association has received no report 
of any wage cut and I do not believe it 
has been done."’ 


DIFFER ON DOCTRINE OF RISK 


But Majorityof Supreme Court Deny 
Damages to Engineer’s Widow. 


‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Decisions of 
the Court of Civil Appeals of Texas 
awarding $15,000 damages for the death 
of William A. Linder, a Southern Pacific 
engineer, were set aside today by the 
Supreme Court. Linder was killed when 
his head struck a mail crane near the 
station of Carney, N. M., as his loco- 
motive was passing. The Supreme Court 
held that since the crane had been in a 
similar position during other trips by 
Linder he must have known of its ex- 


istence. 

Justices Day, Pitney and:Clark, in a 
dissenting opinion, expressed regret that 
the court. had ‘‘ introduced a new and 
unfortunate doctrine in the assumption 
of risk.’’ As a result, they said, rail- 
roads undoubtedly would be less careful 
of obstructions near their tracks, and 
‘deaths of innocent persons will inev- 
itably ensue.’’ 








Receiver for Wark Producing Co. 


A petition in bankruptcy was filed yes- 
terday against the Wark Producing Cor- 
poration, a motion picture concern in- 
terested in ‘‘ Intolerance.’’ The petition- 
ing creditors are the D. W. G. Corpora- 


tion, headed by David W. Griffth, with 
a claim of $10,000; Harry Wolfe, $4,000, 
and S. Meyer, $400. Mr. Griffith, it was 
stated, is connected with the Wark Cor- 
poration and instituted the bankruptcy 
proceedings to conserve assets. The lla- 
bilities were placed at $135,000. Judge 
Knox appointed Walter W. Seligsberg 
receiver, with power to continue the 
business.

International Committee of 


Bankers Considering Action, 
Says Lamont. 


STEP. NOT ADVISABLE NOW 


Obregon’s Promise to Pay External 
Debts, Mexico’s Only Formal 
Statement. 


The International Committee of Bank- 
ers on Mexico, it was announced yeattt. 
day by Thomas W. Lamont, alternate 
Chairman, is considering the question of 
calling for a deposit of Mexican Govern- 
ment securities. However, the committee 
believes that the present situation does 
not warrant this step immediately. 

In his statement Mr. Lamont said: 

‘“‘ The International Committee has un- 
der consideration the question of calling 
for a deposit of Mexican Government se- 
curities. It does not feel, however, that 
the situation in Mexico has developed 
sufficiently to make this step desirable 
at this juncture. The committee is ob- 
serving the situation carefully, and 
stands prepared to take any steps which 
may seem advisable for the interests of 
holders of Mexican Government securi- 
ties. This announcement is being made 
simultaneously by the representatives 
of the committee in London, Paris, Am- 
sterdam and Geneva.”’ 

Several weeks ago Speyer & Co. called 
for the deposit of bonds of two issues 
which that firm had been prominent in 
floating and it is understood that the re- 
sponse to the call has been entirely sat- 


isfactory. No definite action, so far as 
{is known, however, has been taken by 
Speyer & Co. 

The present Mexican Government has 
made no formal statement of its posi- 
tion with regard to external debt fur- 
ther than the utterances of President 
Obregon, who stated that the country was 
ready to make payment on all its legiti- 
mate debts as soon as it was possible 
to do so. 

The International Committee of Bank- 
ers On Mexico was formed in February, 
19198, and was at first composed of ten 
Americans, five British and five French 
bankers. J. P. Morgan was elected 
Chairman, and Mr. Lamont was qppoint- 
ed his. alternate. Several monfhs ago 
C. E. ter Meulen, of Hope & Co., of Am- 
sterdam, and G. Pictet of G. Pictet & 
Co., of Geneva, were admitted as repre- 
sentatives, respectively, of Holland and 
Switzerland. M. Pictet and M. Reynaud 
of the French group recently were in 
the United States and at that time, early 
in December, the proposition of calling 
for deposit of Mexican securities was ta- 
ken up, but not decided. 


Struthers-Wells Co. Earnings. 

Net earnings of the Struthers-Wells 
Company for November, after deprecia- 
tion and after estimated Federal in- 
come taxes of $23,000, were $47,549.68, 
or at the annual rate of $570,596. Earn- 
ings, after all deductions for preferred 
dividend requirements, were equal to an 





annual rate of more than $21 a share 
on the common stock.

Lack of Funds to Pay Them. 
Four hundred laborers in the. High- 


Queens were 
Borough President Maurice E. Connolly 
because there was no money to. pay 
them. It was said that on’account of 
the need for economy in: the borough 
budget the Borough President will 
have $100,000 less to spend on wages 
this year than last. All foremen and 
under-foremen were called to the office 
of Commissioner of Public Works Fran- 
cis X. Sullivan to determine how many 
men could be dispénsed with perma- 
nently? ; 

‘‘We intend to employ the smallest 
force necessary to do the work,’ said 
Mr. Connolly. ** We also intend to en- 
gage in thé future only the most effi- 
cient workers.’’ The laying off of city 


factories is said to have resulted in 
more idleness than has existed in the 
papolgh for years. 





Sees No Hope In 5-Cent Fare. 

H. Hobart Porter, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Brooklyn City 
Railroad Company has presented a state- 
ment to his Board of Directors that a 
fair return is impossible on a five cent 
fare, and that the sole hope of the stock- 
holders must be that the company will 
be preserved until the matter is ‘ con- 
sidered by fair-minded men to the end 
that the people of the city have a well 
developed transportation system which 
can continuously provide fer their 
needs.”’

Buying That Drains Chicago Pit 
and Resuming Mills Send 
Wheat to Top.

CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—Buying of around 
5,000,000 bushels of wheat and 2,000,000 
bushels of corn credited to Livermore ab- 
sorbed the surplus in the pits, and, with 
news generally bullish, prices for grains 
advanced readily. Wheat closer at the 
top, with net gains of 74%@8% cents; 
corn, 1%@2% cents; oats, 54@1% cents; 
rye, 4% cents, and barley, 1% cents. 

Sentiment has been gradually growing 
more bullish in wheat, and the persistent 
claims of a better flour demand, com- 
bined with an advance of 1@3 cents in 
,Premiums at Minneapolis, today, and 
with local and outside mills buying, 
taken in connection with the heavy buy- 
ing credited to Livermore, proved to be 
too much for the local bears, and there 
was general covering by shorts on the 
way up with a lack of pressure. 

One of the leading elevator interests 
was credited with saying that it did not 
ware to sell any more wheat for export 
on account of fears of difficulty in hand- 
ling the March in the way of hedges. 
This is due to the fact that, if the mill- 
ing demand becomes at all brisk, it 
would force premiums up regardless of 
the action of the March, as there is no 
great pressure of cash grain-anywhere. 

Export demand for wheat today was 
rather slow, the only business reported 


being 200,000 bushels to the French Gov-. 


ernment at the Gulf. Last half January 
was quoted at 30 cents over March and 
early February at 29 over. One of the 
leading interests expressed the belief 
today that wheat would sell at $2 per 
bushel before another crop is harvested, 
but this view was not generally cred- 
ited. 

Many traders after the close said they 
did not want to take the buying side 
of any grain on the bulges from now 
on, as they regarded the short interest 
as heavily cut down and the technical 
position of the market such that it would 
take but a little change in the news to 
make a sharp reaction. The passing of 
the bill reviving the War Finance Cor- 
poration by the Senate over the Presi- 
dent’s veto had considerable influence 
on the markets toward the last, but 
there are very few who believe that it 
will. have much effect on values ulti- 
mately. :

indicated that the country would 
vel considerable corn on a bulge of 5 
to 7 cents, and, with prices up well dur- 
ing the day, it is believed that any fur- 
ther upturn will bring out considerable 
grain. St: Louis reported 250,000 to 300,- 
000 bushels bought on overnight bids. 
Exporters took 100,000 bushels corn here, 
at 11% cents over May, track Baltimore, 
but bids were lowered to 11 cénts over 
at the last. Warehouse receipts for 250,- 
000 bushels corn and 125,000 bushels rye 
have been canceled for export shipment, 
representing old business. 

The Corn Products Company's Argo 
(Ill.) plant resumed grinding today on a 
five day schedule, after having closed as 
usual during the holidays for ten days. 
The American Maize Products Companys 
Robey (Ind.) plant resumed grinding to- 
day at half capacity, around 12,500 bush- 
els corn. - 

Primary receipts of grain today were 
arrivals of wheat being 
2,343,000 bushels, compared with 1,901,000 
a. week ago, and 1,330,000 last year. 
Shipments were 604, 000 bushéls: ‘against 
911,000 a week ago and 641,000 last year. 

Receipts of 1,578,000 bushels of corn 
compared with i, 426,000 a week ago, and 
1,112,000 last year; shipments 507,000 
bushels against 431, 000 a week ago, and 
585,000 last year. 

Routine grain statistics attract little 
attention. The visible supply of wheat 
decreased 2,108,000 bushels and is 43,- 
063,000 bushels, against 45,171,000 the 
previous week, and 75,363,000 last year. 
Corn increased i, 040,000 bushels, and 
stocks are 5,408,000 bushels against 4,- 
369,000 last week and 2,921,000 last year.

Near Months Make Greatest 
Gains in Market’s Strongest 
Showing for Weeks. 


The cotton market began the new year 
very well. It was aggressively strong 
for the first time in weeks, and its net 
advances for the day, which ranged 
from 95 to 116 points, with the near. 
months making the better showing, 
were impressive. Whether yesterday’s 
€isplay marks the definite turn of the 
market or not remains to be seen. Cer- 
tainly it was a better shoWing than the 
market made on Nov. 27, when many 
close observers thought the turn had 
come, and circumstances throughout the 
trade are more favorable for an im- 
provement now than they were then. 

Yesterday’s rise was accomplished in 
two stages.
